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ERRONEOUS REPORTS CONCERN- 
ING LOW GRADE OPIUM. 


Reports have been current during the 
past week, and have been spread 
broadeast by the daily press to the 
effect that the Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury and of Agriculture had decided to 
instruct collectors at all ports to deny 
entry to all importations of low-grade 
opium. Because of these reports a 
number of importers went to Washing- 
ton, but their investigation has demon- 
strated that the only ground for the 
statements in circulation is the fact 
that Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has taken the 
matter up and has suggested to the 
Ways and Means Committee that a 
statute should be enacted in connec- 
tion with the revision of the Dingley 
tariff law prohibiting the importation 
of low-grade opium or cocaine except 
by firms regularly licensed by the Fed- 
eral government under a plan some- 
what similar to that now pursued in 
the licensing of manufacturers of se- 
rums, vaccines, etc. The text of Dr. 
Wiley’s letter to the Ways and Means 
Committee will be found in the report 
of the hearings before the committee, 
which is printed in another column. 

The agitation of the subject by Dr. 
Wiley in a restriction of

some kind, if not in the prohibition of 
the 


importation of low-grade opium. 
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We are reliably informed that it has 
been in contemplation to deny entry to 
this product on the ground that it 
contravenes Section 11 of the pure food 
and drug law, which prohibits the ad- 
mission of articles ‘‘injurious’ to 
health,” but government officials real- 
ize that an effort to put a stop to the 
traffic on this ground would undoubted- 
ly result in a long and costly litigation, 
and for that reason an attempt is be- 
ing made to secure definite and spe- 
cific legislation, which could not be 
misinterpreted by the courts. 

Dr. Wiley’s crusade has alarmed the 
importers of low-grade opium, how- 
ever, and certain concerns handling 
this product have declared their in- 
tention to give up the business as soon 
as the goods now in bond are disposed 
of. This movement is in accord with 
the spirit displayed by the large whole- 
sale drug houses of this country in 
voluntarily taking active measures to- 
ward restricting the sale of habit-form- 
ing drugs.

LOW-GRADE DRUGS AT THE 
CUSTOM HOUSE. 


Elsewhere in this issue is printed a 
paper read by Dr. Lyman F. Kebler 
before the Philadelphia College of 
Pharmacy at a regular pharmaceutical 
meeting of that body held recently. In 
view of the fact that the government 
has been particularly active of late in 
the matter of refusing admission into 
this country of low-grade drugs from 
Europe, and as Dr. Kebler is at the 
head of the drug laboratory of the De- 
partment of Agriculture, any word from 
him as to the government's attitude 
toward the rejected shipments must 
have an especial interest to the trade. 

As in the daily papers we read of 
murders, riots, burglaries, holdups, 
starvation, bank robberies, disease and 
trainwrecking until it would almost 
seem that the whole world is made up 
of criminal, discontented and miserable 
creatures, so in the matter of drugs, 
the great amount of publicity given to 
accounts of adulteration found might 
lead a superficial observer to conclude 
that sophistication is the rule in the 
drug trade. We know from our own 
experience and observation that com- 
paratively few men are murderers or 
robbers and that most families in this 
broad land of ours are happy and well 
fed: and we know also that the great 
outcry about low-grade drugs is of a 
kind with the fuss that is made by the 
shepherd over one stray sheep that has 


been lost and found, while the good 
drugs and the ninety-and-nine sheep 
that have never been out of the fold 


are forgot for the time. 

But it is a fact that there are low- 
grade and spurious drugs moving 
through the regular channels of trade 
passing for pure goods, and it is 
much to the interest of honest and re- 
spectable dealers that men responsible 
for this condition, as well as the goods 
themselves, be shown to be what they 
really are as it is to that of the shep- 
herd to preserve his fold intact. It is 
for this commercial reason, not to men- 
tion any that may be based upon pure- 
ly moral or humanitarian grounds, that 
the trade at large welcomes the efforts 
put forth by the Department of Ag- 
riculture and the Treasury Department 
to purify the drug market. 

In Dr. Kebler’s paper mention is made 
of the low-grade asafetida, which has 
been rejected by the customs authori- 
ties, and one of the officials of the De- 
partment of Justice is quoted as putting 
a construction on sections 7 and 11 of 
the Food and Drugs Act similar to the 
one we put upon them in an editorial 
on the asafetida case in the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter for November 9. In 
brief, this construction is to the effect 
that no matter how pure a drug may 
Le or how legal a shipment under sec- 
tion if it does not come up to the 
requirements of section 11 it is not ac- 
ceptable for entry into this country. 

In his paper Dr. Kebler discusses 
“the drug importation act of 1848" in 
its relation to the food and drugs law 
of June 30, 1906, and, although he shows 
how the two work together rather than 
against each other, except in certain 
portions, when the latter impliedly 
supercedes the former, it seems to us

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CONCERNING THE QUARANTINE 
OF HAY AND STRAW PACKING. 


A large section of the manufactur- 
ing and distributing trades in the 
States of New York, Maryland, Penn- 
sylvania and Michigan have been put to 
serious inconvenience by the order of 
quarantine which has gone forth from 
the Department of Agriculture at 
Washington prohibiting the shipment 
of parcels packed in hay or straw 
from any of the States named. The 
same embargo was also ordered by the 
New York state authorities in respect to 
intra-State shipments, causing no end 
of trouble and expense to the shippers. 
It was the suddenness of the order 
which wrought the hardships, but the 
authorities, in combating the foot and 
mouth disease among American cattle, 
have been forced to take prompt and 
drastic measures, Canada, Great 
Britain and other European countries 
had placed a bar against American 
cattle, and had enforced regulations 
prohibiting the importation of all hay 
and straw coming from this country, 
whether for use as fodder and bedding 
or merely as packing. In prescribing 
the domestic regulations therefor the 
government authorities took the only 
means available for self protection. 

It was not realized, however, that the 
sudden enforcement of the edict would 
lead to such serious interruption of 
business, and, though everything so 
far as possible has been done by the 
officials to relieve the situation, ship- 
pers in many instances have suffered 
considerably. 

It has been explained, as necessitat- 
ing the regulations for disinfecting, 
that the germs of the foot and mouth 
disease originate in the hay and straw 
used as the fodder and bedding of the 
animals thus spreading the contagion; 
but the danger of infection is elimi- 
nated by a simple and inexpensive proc- 
of disinfection prescribed by the 
government authorities. The shippers 
furnish the materials and notify the 
Bureau of Animal Industry, who send 
an inspector to do the work free of 
charge, so that once the system is more 
generally established the inconvenience 


ess 


will not be as real as might be sup- 
posed. 
The formula for the disinfectant 


comprises twenty ounces of formalin, 
sixteen and two-thirds ounces of per- 
manganate potassium to one thousand 
feet air space. The formalin should 
be added to the permanganate in a 
shallow dish, which must be left in a 
closed room with the packing for at 
least two hours. Tight canvas over the 
hay and straw may be used, but no 
certificate of disinfection will be issued 
unless a representative of the Bureau 
witnesses the process. The inspector 
issues a certificate to the shipper to the 
effect that the hay and straw used by 
him are free from infection, and au- 
thorizing the transportation company 
receive and convey his consign- 

His name, too, is entered 
a list of persons authorized to 
shipments without further in- 
He pledges himself, how- 
ever, to use only disinfected mate- 
rial. It may be important to know 
that articles which have been packed 
with hay or straw prior to October 10,

in the shippers by the government that 
no bond or further pledge than a writ- 
ten word is required that they hold to 
the regulations, and it is equally sig- 


as the circumstances were explained, 
they accepted the situation, and are co- 
operating with the authorities in an 
earnest effort to stamp out the plague. 

A serious complication, however, 
arose last week when transportation 
companies declined to handle imports 
from Europe which had been packed 
in hay or straw. A quarantine order 
had issued against importations 
because it was feared that some of 
this packing might have been used 
as bedding for American cattle in ship- 
ment abroad. As a consequence of this 
order there was a general tie up at the 
Steamship docks which threatened se- 
rious congestion. In view of the re- 
moteness of danger in these cases some 
of the inspectors were inclined to ac- 
cept the risk of issuing permits to the 
carrying companies, but until word 
comes from Washington no definite ac- 
tion can be taken. It is hoped, how- 
ever, that Dr. Wiley who has the au- 
thority, will issue instructions releas- 
ing the goods.

“The Use and Value of Pure Food 


and Drugs Laws.” 
PHILADELPHIA BRANCH OF AMERICAN 
PHARMACEUTICAL ASSOCIATION 
ADOPTS RESOLUTION RE- 
QUIRING REGISTRATION 
OF HABIT-FORMING 
DRUGS. 
Philadelphia, Dec. 3, 1908. 


A resolution urging the amendment of 
the State pharmacy law so that all sales 
of cocaine, eucaine, their salts or syn- 
thetic substitutes be registered, whether 
made ty manufacturers, jobbers, whole- 
sale druggists, retail druggists or ven- 
dors, was unanimously adopted at a meet- 
ing on Tuesday evening of the local 
branch of the American Pharmaceutical 
Association. The resolution passed by the 
American Pharmaceutical Association at 
its last annual session referring to the 
importation of coca and its alkaloids and 
the registering of such importations by 
Officials of the customs service was also 
ecneurred in. 

The general topic of the evening was 
“The Use and Value of Pure Food and 
Drug Laws.’’ Charles H. LaWall, chem- 
ist for the State Dairy and Pure Food 
Department, urged that technical labels 
be done away with, so that the public 
could have a knowledge of what they 
were getting in the products they pur- 
chased. He quoted from the opinion of 
a Federal judge to show that labels must 
be intelligible not alone to the scientist 
but to the layman as well. The speaker 
declared that the education of the public 
to the realization of what was pure and 
what vas adulterated was the most im- 
portant course to follow, as it would 
tend to eliminate from the market the 
product of dishonest and unscrupulous 
manufacturers. He expressed the opin- 
ion that the tendency of the manutac- 
turers of food and drugs to-day was com- 
pliance with the spirit as well as the 
letter of the law. 

William L. Cliffe, treasurer of the State 
Pharmaceutical Examining Board, 
agreed that there was an improvement in 
the character of drugs sold in the State. 

Cc. B. Brinton, of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry at Washington, declared that im- 
provement was noticeable on every side 
as the result of the Pure Food and Drugs 
Act. He gave pepper as an instance, say-

ing that of one hundred samples col- 
lected by inspectors in New Jersey dur- 
ing the past year not one was impure.

the samples were adulterated. Mr. Brin- 
ton suggested that retail druggists could 
help along the education of the public 
by distributing from their counters the 
bulletins that are issued by the Bureau of 
Chemistry, and which would be supplied 
to any druggist upon application.

Collectors of Customs to Pass Upon 
Cases Arising Out of Food and 
Drugs Act. 


THE SECRETARY OF THE TREASURY 
AUTHORIZES PORT OFFICIALS TO PASS 
UPON THE PROPRIETY OF ACCEPT- 
ING OR REJECTING IMPORTATIONS 
UNDER THE ACT OF JUNE 30, 1906, 

IN CASES WHERE PRECEDENTS 
HAVE BEEN ESTABLISHED— 
ORDER TENDS TO EXPE- 

DITE MATTERS. 

Washington, Dec, 4, 1908. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has pro- 
mulgated a circular of instructions to 
collectors that will greatly expedite ac- 
tion upon cases arising under the pure 
food and drug law. Heretofore after 
samples have been taken and analyzed 
the cases have been reported to Wash- 
ington with a recommendation, but the 
importer has been left in doubt as to the 
disposition of his goods until the officials 
of the Department of Agriculture and the 
Treasury could act. It has now been 
decided that there is no necessity for the 
certification of these cases to Washing- 
ton, where precedents have already been 
established, and hereafter the local port 
officials will make final disposition of all 
importations covered by revious rulings 
approved by the authorities at Washing- 
ton. The Circular just issued is as fol- 


lows:— 

To Collectors of Customs at ports where Lab- 
oratories of the Department of Agriculture 
are established:— 

The Secretary of Agriculture having con- 

curred in the recommendation of the Secretary 
of the Treasury that collectors of customs and 
chiefs of port laboratories shall settle between 
themselves, and without reporting the facts 
to their respective departments for instructions, 
those cases arising under the food and drugs 
act of June 30, 1906, in which precedents have 
been established, there is appended hereto a 
list of such precedents for your guidance in 
determining, in conjunction with the chief 
of the laboratory, whether articles examined 
under the said act shall be refused delivery or 
allowed entry upon being relabeled satisfac- 
torily to the Department of Agriculture. In 
ease of doubt the facts will be reported to 
the department for instructions. Other lists 
of precedents will be furnished from time to 
time. 

A statement in duplicate of the disposition 
made of each shipment detained will be fur- 
nished to the chief of the local food and drugs 


laboratory.

Views on Paint Legislation by R. 
S. Perry. 
Philadelphia, Dec, 3, 1908. 
Editor Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter:— 

The subject of paint legislation and my 

relation to and opinion of paint legisla- 
tion are matters which I have wished 
to avoid this season, — 
During the session of the Sixtieth Con- 
gress I took an active part in efforts to 
shape and bring about conservative Fed- 
eral law governing interstate commerce 
in paint products. 

In the midst of this work, last spring, 
I was stricken with illness, and I have 
only just now again gotten into touch 
with the legislative situation, 

I am being urged to again help those 
who desire the aid of Federal legislation 
to reform claimed abuses in short weight 
and measure. < 

I wish to clear up misapprehension and 
misunderstanding regarding my attitude 
on this matter, so that other manufac- 
turers who disagree with me may at least 
feel that I have dealt extremely frankly 
and with the utmost candor. 

I particularly wish to reassure those 
men who last spring counted upon me 
for help in obtaining conservative na- 
tional regulation of paint commerce and 
to let them know that where matters of 
principle and right and wrong were in- 
volved, and that where I then placed my- 
self, that even now as then, I stand 
squarely and exactly where I then stood.

My address before the 
nical Schools, delivered on the 3d of 
April, 198, and printed in “Drugs, Oils 


and Paints” in May, 1908, defined my_posi- 
tion in the matter exactly, and I see 
no reason to change my views regarding 
the questions of right and wrong and the 
commercial customs and defects in all 
package commerce, including commerce 
in paint, therein described as requiring 
remedy. ‘ 

In common with other paint manufac- 
turers I had no thought or desire for 
paint legislation until aroused upon the 
subject by the enactment of the North 
Dakota statute. I conceived this statute 
to be un-American in its nature, paternal 
and arbitrary in its provisions. _It is 
aongerous in that it would place in the 
iudgment of some one State official, and 
leave with this official and to his personal 
judgment, a decision regarding superior 
and inferior materials and products, which 
would indirectly standardize the industry, 
bar out new materials, and would dis- 
courage the higher development of the 
art of manufacturing paint and it would 
tend to produce monopolies on products 
enhanced in value by his decisions. 

A few of us as paint manufacturers, 
therefore, tested the validity of this law 
up to the Supreme Court of the United 
States, and the decisions of the Court 
unfortunately found the law valid, al- 
though these same court decisions seemed 
to admit the strength and reasonableness 
of the protest urged against the law. 
Naturally, a number of us, as manufac- 
turers, became thoroughly conversant 
with the whole subject and the great 
danger of some other State enacting a 
law, an@ when the International Associa- 
tion of Master House Painters instructed 
their Legislative Committee to insist up- 
on a Federal law which .‘ould regulate 
our national commerce in paints, it seem- 
ed to me, as one of a group who were 
striving to prevent our industry being 
legislated out of existence, that we had 
better work with the Master Painters and 
frame up a sensible Federal law for our 
national paint commerce under the provi- 
sions of a ‘‘Merchants Mark Paint Law,’ 
and have a clause requiring a formula 
label on the package, similar to the fer- 
tilizer law, and by so doing, IT believe, 
obtain the co-operation of the Master 
Painters of the country in meeting the 
legislative crisis in State after State and 
their support as consumers in our plead- 
ings that State legislatures should avoid 
anv legislation, or.-if determined to have 
legislation, that it should be reasonable 
and along the same lines as the Federal 
lecislation desired hy the Master Painters. 

This work resulted in what is known 
as the Conference Bill. or, in its later 
variations, as the Marshall modified bill, 
a modification of the original Marshall 
bill of the Sixtieth Congress. 

A Federal law on the lines of the Dal- 
zell, or the Modified Marshall bill, has 
two vital functions regarding the label 
on a nackage of paint product: (1) A re- 
straining or prohibiting function; (2) a 
directing or compelling function. ‘ 

n 


The first. or restraining function, 
whatever terms it may he stated, can 
be reduced to the moral law, and is to 


nrevent in the naint industry either mis- 
leading, deceptive or fraudulent state- 
ments on the part of the manufacturer 
regarding the ouantity of the goods in 
the package, either in the weight or vol- 
ume of the contents of the package, or re- 
garding the quality or nature of the con- 
tents of the nackage. 

This restraining function is thus in 
the nature of an organic law based upon 
a princivle as old as civilization itself— 
that common honesty shall prevail, and 
that where unfortunate trade customs 
have erent into commerce, which sub- 
vert or tempt commerce away from the 
eardinal principles of common honesty, 
that these customs or commercial habits 
shall cease. 

The most highly civilized nations of 
Eurone have recognized this in what is 
known as the ‘Merchants’ Mark Law.’ 
which governs all package commerce in 


such countries as Germany, England, 
France, etc., but we have no law_ gov- 
erning American commerce at_ large, 


which vrevents fraud and deception by 
the well-informed manufacturer unon the 
noorly informed and more or_less help- 
less purchaser of package goods. ’ 
The second function of such a national 
law differs vitally from the principle of 


the “‘Merchants’ Mark Law,” with its re- 
straint of deception or misstatement, and 
it requires the manufacturer to give posi- 
tive information regarding the materials 
within the package of paint. 

American habits of thought and prin- 
ciples of government accept readily the 
idea of restraint from wrong doing but 
require the utmost assurance of safety 
and necessity before they accept a dom- 
inant control which compels actions. 

The master painters of the country un- 
doubtedly felt as consumers that the paint 
industry required a direct statement of 
the ingredients in the package because of 
the ease with which cheaper or inferior 
materials could be substituted for su- 
perior and more costly materials and be- 
cause the buying public could not possibly 
know what cost values and what sort of 


material they were getting within the 
package unless the ingredients were 
stated. 


The fertilizer laws of the various States 
of the Union require that packages of 
commercial fertilizers shall state upon the 
package the chemical ingredients of the 
package. 

The past history of these fertilizer laws 
has absolutely demonstrated that the law 


was sound and wise and very much 
needed, and that while these chemical 


names were at first without particular 
significance to the ignorant buyer, on the 
other hand to-day any negro farmer in 
the cotton belt can state offhand the 
chemicals he expects and requires in his 
package of commercial fertilizer. 

I never found the Master Painters lean- 
ing toward a law which would standard- 
ize the ingredients to be used for paint 
or a law which would standardize a par- 
ticular character or quality of ‘paint; in 
other words, they were not favorable to 


any law along the lines of the North 
Dakota law. 
They seemed unalterably opposed 


throughout to paternal legislation like the 
North Dakota Paint Law, which would 
seek to standardize the paint industry by 
legislative enactment, which would pre- 
scribe paint standards and standard paint 
raw materials, and they seemed to feel 
throughout this reform movement that 
such paternal legislation would certainly 
rob the industry of its vitality and would 
deprive the technical men and the manu- 
facturers in the paint industry of all en- 
couragement for finding of new raw mate- 
rials and for the improvement and bet- 
tering of the present raw materials 
through better methods of manufacture, 
etc., and if such a paternal law were 
built up into a Federal statute that it 
would be both vicious in its paternalism 
and un-American in its nature and al- 
most a death blow to the paint industry 
in its practical workirgs and _ results. 

I know from the records of the Pure 
Food Department in Washington that the 
paint industry in its habit and custom 
has not shown and will not to-day show 
an average short weight and short meas- 
ure equal to or so great as the short 
weight and measure average of all the 
package commerce of the Tinited States, 
and T sympathize deeply with those paint 
manufacturers who object to our industry 
being thus singled out for reform legis- 
lation, 

The manufacturer, equally with the 
consumer, is the victim of an unfortunate 
and deplorable custom in this country 
of short weight and short measure, and 
his practice of short weight and _ short 
measure does not mean either criminal 
intent or desire to defraud the public. 
excenting where he is well posted and 


found opposing and thwarting the eleva- | 


tion of the plane of American commerce 
to a higher integritv bv efforts to delay 
or obstruct that legislative enactment 
common to all other civilized countries, 
which makes for common honesty 
probity in package commerce. 

The argument against a national ‘‘Mer- 
chants’ Mark Law” is that because short 
weight and short measure are universal 
in American package commerce, that 
therefore American competition in 
package commerce has already discounted 
or made correction in price, and that 
competition has thus brought down the 
price so that the American public is to- 
day, and would in future, get just about 
what thev are paving for, and that dis- 
organization of business and immense 
yrice readiustment would have to follow 
if a ‘Merchants’ Mark Law” should vnlace 
the package commerce of the United 
States in a position of integrity. 

The answer to this statement is very 
complete, but is not very often heard 
nor understood, and it can afford to leave 
to one side entirely the moral question 
and the general effect upon employes con- 
nected with the industrial life in Amer- 
ica of package commerce. 

Tt is as follows:— 

In every kind of commerce in package 
goods—in each article of commerce thus 
sold—we find high grade manufacturers 
and manufacturers of less worthy prod- 


uct. The inferior product is almost in- 
variably sold by irregular and more or 
less reprehensible methods and shows 


extreme short weight and short measure 
and is sold at cut prices or used to break 
down and drive out of business a manu- 
facturer of more conservative standards. 
The high grade manufacturer is thus con- 
stantly tempted—sometimes driven and 
forced—to either cut quality of his goods 
or to shorten the weight or measure of 
the net contents of his package in order 
to meet this less worthy competition, and 
if he resists. he suffers at a disadvan- 
tage, and if he succumbs he is one more 
unit added to the pressure to degrade 
the standards in American package com- 
merce 

T believe this tendency has weakened 
the ability of the American manufacturer 
of package goods to comnete in the ex- 
port markets of the world, both because 
of the evils which follow and creep into 
a business conducted on this plane, and 
more particularly because of the shading 
and grading down of quality. 

As an American business man, and as 
a man who wishes to see this particular 
industry put upon the highest nlane and 
beyond reproach. T favor a Federal law 


a ‘Merchants’ Mark Paint Law,” and 
while T would regret such a law being 
forced unon the paint industry from 
without, T would eagerly welcome it as 


a move from within the paint industry, 


in which latter case we would avoid the 
stigma of heing singled out for legisla- 
tion, and the naint industry would take 


the high nosition to which it is entitled 
and lead the way in this reform. 


and, 


Of course, I prefer a general ‘Mer- 
chants’ Mark Law,” but this is not prac- 
tical at this time. 

I feel that the master painter has 
strong argument and good ground in his 
desire for a provision in the law requiring 
a formula label on the package, tand for 
the same reasons exactly that such a 
provision was needed in the laws govern- 
ing commercial fertilizer in the United 
States. 

I am opposed to any law, national or 
State, which would attempt to standard- 
ize paints and paint material by dis- 
criminating amongst them, or which would 
set the mark of approval on one as 
against the other by State authorities. 

In other words, I am opposed to any- 
thing resembling the North Dakota law. 
I am opposed to any legislation at this 
time on the part of any State to regulate 
commerce in paint. 

If a Legislature in any State has shown 
that they will probably pass some paint 
law, then I favor the passage in such 
State of a bill along the lines of the 
conference bill. 

I earnestly hope that the paint industry 
wiil lead the way in reforming abuses com- 
men to nearly all American package 
commerce, and I feel that the paint in- 
dustry should consider the wishes of 
the master painter and consuming public 
in recognition of any efforts they may 
make looking toward such legislation. 

For myself, I would prefer:— 

(i) A general ‘‘Merchants’ Mark Law” 
by the Federal government, governing 
not paint commerce alone, but all com- 
merce between the States, when in pack- 
age form; a Federal and General Mer- 
chants’ Mark Law for all package com- 
merce. 

(2) If the above be unobtainable at this 
time, and because as a practical busi- 
ness man I realize that it would be ex- 
tremely difficult to obtain, I would then 
favor as a partial reform a ‘‘Merchanats’ 


Mark Paint Law” prohibiting misstate- 
ment and deception either in weights, 


measures or ingredients in the package, 
and coupled with a provision similar to 
the provisions in the fertilizer laws of 
the various States. 

(s) lf neither a general ‘‘Merchants’ 
Mark Law” nor a Merchants’ Mark Paint 
Law with the provisions of the fertilizer 
law were probable of obtainment, I would 
then be glad to see the very next best 
thing, namely, a ‘‘Merchants’ Mark Paint 
Law,” without formula cause, because 
it would at least be a step in the right 


direction of reforming the abuses in 
package commerce,

OBITUARY. | 
Gilbert GQuewden King. 


Gilbert Snowden King, for many years 
prominent in the glass manufacturing 
business of Brooklyn, N. Y., died at his 
temporary home in Los Angeles, Cal., on 
November 24. 

For forty years Mr. King had been ac- 
tively engaged in glass manufacture be- 
fore he resigned his position of general 
manager of the Mississippi Glass Com- 
pany and the Mississippi Wire Glass 
Company in 196. He was first employed 
by Theodore Roosevelt, father of the 
President, and then senior member of 
the firm of Roosevelt & Son. It appears 
that at the close of the Civil War Mr. 
Roosevelt, Howard Potter and William 
E. Dodge, Jr., had each agreed to take 
into their employ a disabled veteran, and 


Mr. King, who had lost an arm at the 
battle of Antietam, was chosen by Mr. 
Roosevelt. This was in 1866, and he re- 


mained with the firm until they sold out 
to the London & Manchester Glass Com- 
pany and retired from business. He con- 
tinued with their successors for some time 
and afterwards went with the Crystal 
Plate Glass Company as general sales 
agent, acting at the same tfme as East- 


| ern agent of the Mississippi Glass Com- 


Oe 


pany. 

Upon the merger of the Crystal Plate 
Glass Company and other concerns into 
the Pittsburgh Plate Glass Company, Mr. 
King was offered the position of general 
sales agent, but declined. He preferred, 
however, to remain with the Mississippi 
concern, in whose services he served over 
twenty-one years. He became general 
manager in 191, when the Mississippi 


Wire Glass Company was formed. Later. 
when the interests of the Mississippi 
Glass Company, the Appert Glass Com- 


pany and the Rolled Glass Company were 
merged, under the style of the Mississippi 
Glass Company, Mr. King was made gen- 
eral manager, continuing at the head of 
affairs until his retirement from active 
business life. He is survived by a widow 
and four children, Dr. Frank A. King, 
Harry King, Arthur King and Mrs. Ade- 
laide Wiley.

Progress of the “Ionone” Patent Suit. 


The action of the Haarmann-De Waire 
Schaefer Company, of Maywood, N. J., 
against Van Dyk & Co., of this city, for 
alleged infringement of a patent covering 
fjonone derivatives produced by the com- 
plainant corporation, has been closed, so 
far as the pleadings and testimony can 
carry it, and the final papers have been 
submitted to Justice Ray. of the United 
States Circuit Court, Southern District of 
New York. As the suit has been in prog- 
ress for nearly two years, involving a 
mass of technical evidence and expert 
testimony, no early decision is expected. 
The act on which the suit was based is 
said to have been committed when the 
defendant sold a pound of his own prod- 
uct marked “Violettan, 100 per cent.,.”’ in 
response to an order from a Philadelphia 
customer for one pound ‘100 ner cent. 
ionone.”” Tt was contended that De Latre, 
the patentee of the subject-matter in suit, 
discovered a process by which an arti- 
ficial violet perfume could be made a com- 
mercial success, the product being known 
as ‘theta fonone” or “isolonone,” and that 
his invention had been supported by de- 
cisions in this country and Germany 
against claims based on what is known 
as the “alnha ionone patent.””’ The com- 
plainant declared that chemical tests 
proved that defendant’s violettan con- 


tained the iso-ionone of the patent in 
issue. 

The defense urged in substance that 
the present suit was an attempt on the 
part of the complainant to bolster up an 
old claim that was based on the ionone 
patent which had expired, and that no 
effort had been made by the complainant 
to connect defendant with the production 
or sale of any ionone derivative, which 
was the subject of a later patent and the 
basis of the present action. The defend- 
ant’s vice-president testified that the cus- 
tomer to whom the article in question 
had been sold stated that he meant violet 
bases when he mentioned ionone, and 
that there was no misrepresentation in 
sending violettan, the defendant inter- 
preting the order as an order for their 
own product. The defendant contended 
that the original suit against Louis A. 
Van Dyck, president of the defenant com- 
pany in the suit now at issue, to enjoin 
him from an alleged infringement of the 
ionone patent, had never been pressed, 
since a similar suit against George Lue- 
ders & Co. had resulted in the latter’s 
favor.

PAINT MARKET. 


Our quotations are those of manufacturers 
and importers for original packages and large 
lots. Buyers of small quantities must expect 
to pay an advance on these figures. The prices 
quoted are those prevailing in the New York 
market unless otherwise specified.

With the turn of the month a slight 
improvement was noted in the demand 
for some of the more important items, 
and although the movement was chief- 
ly on existing contracts a fair mod- 
erate volume of new business de- 
veloped. A further decline was re- 
corded in pig lead, the general asking 
price in New York being $4.25 to $4.30. 
The demand for dry white lead meas- 
ured up to dealers’ expectations, and 
the easier tone displayed in the mar- 
ket for the basic material had no tan- 
gible effect on previous quotations. 
The movement of red lead continued of 
seasonable volume, but buyers were 
not inclined to anticipate their require- 
ments to the extent of placing orders 
for future deliveries. Trading in both 
litharge and orange mineral progressed 
along routine lines, the market for 
both these commodities remaining on 
an unchanged but steady basis. Both 
domestic and foreign varieties of zincs 
were quite active. New business con- 
tinued to come forward, which, with 
specifications against existing con- 
tracts of fair proportions and good in- 
quiry gave the market a firm tone, it 
being impossible to shade former quo- 
tations. The situation in the market 
for dry colors was without appreciable 
change. The movement continued of 
a small jobbing kind, a comparatively 
few round lots being dealt in. Trade 
conditions in connection with metallic 
paints showed little variation. A cer- 
tain amount of new business developed, 
but trading as a whole was mostly of 
a small nature. The demand for glues 
since our last report has fallen off to 
some extent, this did not affect prices, 
however, previous views being firmly 
maintained. Trading in varnish gums 
was of the usual seasonable propor- 
tions. The situation in the principal 
primary points remained firm, which 
was evidently a sustaining factor in 
maintaining prices in the local market. 
A detailed review of the market fol- 
lows. Complete reports of the linseed 
oil and naval stores markets appear 
on pages 19 and 22, respectively. For 
a review of the Chicago seed and oil 
market, see index to contents, page 21. 


Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Etc. 


PIG LEAD.—Trading during the 
week just passed was within moderate 
limits, and the market displayed a de- 
cidedly easier tone. The demand was 
principally for small parcels for 
immediate delivery, little buying 
interest being manifested in _ for- 
ward shipments. Some inquiry was 
received, however, from the larger 
buyers concerning deliveries over the 
balance of the year, but consumers in 
general showed little inclination to en- 
ter into negotiations covering ship- 
ments over lengthy periods. The gen- 
eral feeling among the trade in the 
local market is that at current quota- 
tions lead has about touched bottcem, 
and from now on there will be a tend- 
ency towards a higher level. Prevail- 
ing quotations in the local market for 
spot in carload lots was 4.25@4.30c., 
there being a decline of about ten 
points, as compared with the prices of 
the previous period. Lead in five to 
ten-ton lots sold in a small way for 
4.35@4.40c. Deliveries over the balance 
of the year Were to be obtained at 
4.25@4.30c. The market at 8t. Louis was 
without particular feature, lead remain- 
ing rather quiet but easy at 4.17%@ 
4.22%c. The demand for this commod- 
ity in London is fair, the current price 
of £13 2s. 6d., as compared with that 
of a year ago, shows a decline of £2 
10s, per ton. 

WHITE LEAD.—Though an easier 
tone was noted in the market for the 
basic material no price changes were 
recorded in the product. The demand 
for dry white lead showed a slight im- 
provement during the past week, there 
being a freer disposition on the part 
of buyers to contract for future de- 
liveries. Considerable lead was also 
taken up for spot, which, with specifi- 
cations against old contracts of sea- 
sonable volume, gave the market a 
firm tone, and it was impossible to 
shade former quotations. The move- 
ment of lead in oil, although not as 
heavy as that of dry lead, was fair. New 
business continued to come forward, 
and several round lots were taken up 
at full prices. Former views were 
fully maintained, values being repeated 
on the basis of car lots at 5%@5%c.; 
small lots, 54%4@5%c.; lead in oil, 64%@ 
7c., as to brand, lots of 500 pounds and 
over in packages of 100 pounds and up- 
ward. In lots of less than 500 pounds 
the usual advance of %c. is charged. 
English lead in oil, 104%.@10%c., as to 
quantity. 

RED LEAD.—The general situation 
in this market showed no material 
change, as compared with that of the 
preceding period. The demand con- 
tinued of fair seasonable proportions, 
although buyers manifested little in- 
terest in round lots, taking up only 
comparatively small parcels for their 
immediate requirements. There was a 





active call for deliveries on 
outstanding contracts, but outside of 
this, there is nothing of interest to 
report. The local market remained 
fairly steady, and former values may 
be repeated on the basis of 6%@7c., as 


rather 


to grade and quantity, with small 
packages \4@Mvéc. higher. Imported 
grades, 84@8%6c., as to quantity. 


LITHARGE.—The demand for lith- 
arge during the period just closed was 
only moderate. Trading continued to 
be of a small jobbing sort, little buy- 






































































ing interest being manifested in for- 
ward shipments, although a few ad- 
ditional inquiries were received. Speci- 
fications on old contracts were of only 
Sseasonable volume. The market re- 
mained firm, however, and previous 
prices could not be shaded. Quota- 
tions in New York were as follows:—

There has been a slight improvement:

At the meeting of the Eastern Win- 
dow Glass Jobbers’ Association, which 
was held in this city Thursday of last 
week, no change in the former schedule 
of prices was made. The conditions 
governing the market were one of the 
principal subjects of discussion, and it 
was brought out that at present the 
stocks of glass in the hands of job- 
bers were rather low. Nearly all those 
who attended the meeting expressed op- 
timistic views regarding the trade out- 
look. Business locally continued fairly 
active, and despite the fact that no 
important orders were received a good 
jobbing demand developed. Prevailing 
quotations in New York were as fol- 
lows:—90 and 20 per cent. off single and 
double.

The Drug Importation Law of 1848 
and Food and Drugs Act of 1906. 


ADDRESS BEFORE THE PHILADELPHIA 
COLLEGE OF PHARMACY BY L. F. 
KEBLER, M. D., PH. C.—THE OPER- 
ATION OF BOTH MEASURES 
DISCUSSED IN RELATION TO 
EACH OTHER, 


In an address delivered at the Phar- 
maceutical meeting of the Philadelphia 
College of Pharmacy, L. F. Kebler, M. D., 
Ph. C., spoke at length upon the opera- 
tions of the old drug importation law of 
1848 and of the pure food and drugs act 
of June 30, 196, and explained how the 
former worked in harmony with the lat- 
ter in most essentials, and that when 
there was any repugnance between the 
two the latter law prevailed. The doc- 
tor’s speech was a strong plea for the 
restriction of impure or low-grade drugs. 
He spoke as follows: 

“T have listened with very much inter- 
est to the proceedings of this meeting and 
am pleased to add a few words to the 
interesting discussion. We always wel- 
come the views and opinions of those di- 
rectly interested in drug products. The 
resolution printed in your circular was 
read with very much interest, and in or- 
der to have it before us it is herewith 
reproduced :— 


**Resolved,

into the country shall obtain at all the ports. 

“It seems hardly necessary to discuss 
the several items individually, but believe 
that the same purpose will be met by set- 
ting forth existing conditions. 

“It appears that the sheet anchor of 
hope for dealers of adulterated and de- 
based drugs resides in the proviso of sec- 
tion 7 of the Food and Drugs act. Va- 
rious importers have taken the position 
that if a drug product, recognized by the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, is marked 
in harmony with the proviso contained 
in this section, irrespective of adultera- 
tion, debasement, sophistication, or dan- 
gerous character, it can be imported not-

withstanding of the harmful effect it may 
have upon the public health. I have per- 
sonally defended this section, believing 
that if dealers act wisely under its proviso 
many annoying trade-disturbing features 
could be avoided. It was, however, not 
intended as a loop-hole for fraud. A sim- 
ilar view was taken relative to section 8 
dealing with misbranding. 

“About a year ago our attention was 
directed to an importation at New Or- 
leans with the following name: Isspey’s 
Syrup for Children’s Dentition.’ The 
label plainly stated that the preparation 
contained a certain amount of cocaine hy- 
drochloride to the bottle. The question 
naturally suggested was, is it possible un- 
der the Food and Drugs act that a per 
nicious product of this type can be im- 
ported? Some time subsequently an 
usthma spray was offered for importation 
guaranteed under the above act, contain- 
ing 4144 grains of cocaine nitrite to the 
fluid ounce, Other cases of a_ similar 
type were met with, but there serve to 


illustrate the possibility of importing dan- 


gerous, pernicious, habit forming agents 
under section 8 of the law. It was con- 
sidered extremely unfortunate that such 
a condition shouid obtain, particularly in 
view of the fact that many States were 
prohibiting the sale of these commodities 
except on physicians’ prescriptions, 

“We shall now turn our attention to the 
adulterated, debased and deleterious drug 
products entered for importation under 
section 7 of the act. I hold in my hand a 
specimen of sarsaparilla rhizomes, a por- 


tion of the plant specifically directed by 
the Pharmacopoeia to be eliminated in the 
manufacture of sarsaparilla preparations. 





These rhizomes have the following his- 
tory:—The sarsaparilla proper with the 
rhizomes attached was shipped to Eng- 
land, where the rhizomes were separated 


from the roots and shipped to the United 
States. Several importations were offered 


under the name sarsaparilla and properly 
refused entry. Another importation of 
these rhizomes was offered under the 
name ‘smilax rhizomes.’ By this name it 
was undoubtedly intended to establish a 
precedent and open an avenue for the en- 
trance of articles of this type. The im- 


portation was refused, first, because these 
rhizomes did not any recognized 
medicinal virtue, and second, because the 
name is meaningless and would open the 
door to a multitude of sins. The importer 


possess 











represented that large pharmaceutical 
manufacturers had been using these 
rhizomes for the manufacture of phar- 
macopoeial preparations, which conten- 
tion was supplemented by a letter from 
such manufacturer, which reads in part 
as follows:— 

‘Answering your esteemed inquiry of yes 
terday, subject, Sarsaparilla Rhizomes, we 
have been using these rhizomes, as you pe! 
haps know, for quite a number of years My 
personal observation leads me to believe that 
the rhizomes contain quite ae large a propor 
tion of the peculiar extractive which is sup 
posed to “represent the medicinal virtues of 
sarsaparilla root, as the ordinary form of root 
with the usual proportion of rootlets 

“The package before you is a specimen 
of inferior asafoetida, a product for the 


importation of which all forms of schemes 
have been resorted to. When the act 
governing the importation of drug prod- 





ucts was first enforced, much leniency 
was extended to the importation of asa- 
foetida, even though its strength was 
found to be below the standard pre- 
scribed by the Pharmacopoeia. It was 


however, that the quality of 
importations was gradually 

For example, some of the 
first consignments examined contained 40 
per cent. and over of alcohol soluble ma- 
terial. Subsequent importations began to 
arriy containing 30, 25, 20 per cent. 
of alcoho] soluble material and one entry 
was offered containing as low as 15 per 
cent. of alcoho! soluble material, accord- 
ing to the markings upon the packages. 
One of the claims made was that the asa- 
foetida was intended for the miller’s use, 
who standardized it before offering it for 
consumption. How baseless. 

**Ser sweepings or siftings of which 
this sample frequently contain from 
25 to per cent. of sand. An importer, 
while pleading for the release of such a 
consignment stated that it was largely 
used by a number of firms, whose names 
he mentioned, but when asked whether he 
would be willing to give his children com- 
pound licorice powder in the preparation 
of which such a sand laden senna was 
used, he demurred, 

“I now hold in my hand a sample 
worthless digitalis leaves, the use of 
which, or preparations made from it, 
would not only be useless but might prove

fatal to a patient urgently in need of a 
heart stimulant, 

“Here I have a sample of belladonna 
root containing a large percentage ad- 
mixiure of poke root. Poke root itself is 
of service as a medicinal agent, but when 
mixed with belladonna root, it may be 
absolutely detrimental to the ultimate 
consumer. Il have here also a sample of 


so-called belladonna leaves, which upon 
examination was found to be a mixture of 
belladonna and scopola leaves, An ad- 
mixture of this character could be used 
neither for the manufacture of belladonna 
nor scopola preparations. If it should be 
used for the manufacture of one or the 
other the resulting product would cer- 
tainly not possess the therapeutic prop- 
erties of either and would therefore be 
unsafe. Recently an importation of couch 


grass was offered which aroused sus- 
picion. No one in the drug division was 
able to recognize it, but inasmuch as it 


belonged to the grass family the sample 
was referred to an expert in grass of the 
3ureau of Plant Industry who promptly 
identified it as Bermuda In this 


grass. 


connection mention should be made of 
the fact that the services of specialists 
are freely utilized. Recently a so-called 


“cancer cure,’ a liquid, advertised as be- 
ing radium impregnated, was submitted 
to a specialist on the subject for examina- 
tion. Arrangements have been about com- 
pleted whereby the services of specialists 
of foreign lands can be utilized. 

“The claim is frequently made that na- 
ture does not always grow drugs of the 
strength prescribed by the Pharmacopoeia, 
Our experience is not in accord with this 
view, and there is no agreement among 
dealers; some hold that an ample supply 
of a certain drug of prime quality is 
available, while others contend that such 
is not the case. Our experience is that 
a few cents difference in price is the basic 
factor.

strychnine trom nux vomica, or in prepara 
tions which are subsequently standardiz If 
however, a crude drug is so debased or is of 
so low a standard as to preclude its use in 
the manufacture of standardized preparations, 
it will net be consiaered as coming within 
the meaning of the above ruling 
> If a drug is restricted in sale or for

“The above ruling permits, for example, 
the importation of a _ belladonna root 
which does not contain the proper alka- 
loidal content prescribed by the Pharma- 


copoeia, provided the consignment is 
murked as prescribed by section 7, but 
does not allow the introduction of bella- 


donna root adulterated with poke root or 
} 


some other substhnce which may effect 
the medicinal virtue of the root or prep- 
arations in the manufacture of which it 
is used. In case a product is not recog- 


nized by the United States Pharmacopoela 
but is recognized by the Pharmacopoeia 
ot the country of production or exporta- 
tion, the standard set by the Pharmaco- 
poeia of such country shall obtain. For 
example, if a drug not recognized by the 
United States Pharmacopoeia, is produced 
or manufactured in England or any of 
the English colonies, but is recognized by 
the British Pharmacopoeia, the.standard 
set by the latter authority prevails. 

“Under the above ruling certain inter- 
ests contended that inferior asafoetida is 
entitled to importation because it is pow- 
dered and standardized by millers, but 
when requested to submit substantial evi- 
dence to this effect, it was not forthcom- 
ing. To the best of my knowledge there 
are no methods rercognized by any au- 
thority for the strandardization of pow- 
dered asafoetida. Furthermore, such a 
product in my opinion is an improper one 
for the reason that a considerable por- 
tion of the therapeutic activity is elim- 
inated by the drying necessary for pow- 
dering. 

“Your attention is also called to another 
point. During the past few years, the 
Department of Justice, by authority of 
Congress, has been codifying the various 
Federal laws so as to include in compact 
form, all of the legislation covering cer- 
tain features. In looking over chapter 3, 
page 1571, revision of 1907, under the head- 








ing “Regulation of Importation and 
Transportation of Foods, Drugs, Grain 
and Seeds,’’ it was found that no refer- 


ence whatever was made to the drug law 
of 1848. On making inquiry of the codifier 
relative to this point, I was informed that 


the Food and Drugs act of June 30, 1906, 
contained all of the features embodied in 
the law of 1848, and being a later law, 
superceded it. This does not mean that 
the law of 1848 is no longer in existence, 
but that the two laws stand together, 
insofar as there is no repugnancy be- 
tween them. In case of any conflict the 
later law prevails. In this connection 
permit me to call your attention to sev- 
eral extracts taken from a decision of 
the Attorney General, February 23, 1907, 
entitled “‘Tea Inspection act, Food and 
Drugs act Construction’ ;—

Linseed Oil. 

There was little evidence of life to the 
market, which remained quiet through- 
out. Crushers for the last two weeks, 
owing to the pending close of naviga- 
tion, have been much more interested 
in the seed market than they have in 
oil, and while the more important man- 


ufacturing consumers are reported to 
be but meagerly supplied against fu- 
ture needs, they do not evince any 
undue haste in the matter of replenish- 
ment. In fact they show an unusual 
amount of indifference for this season. 


It is perhaps not so much a matter of 
price as a desire to adhere to conserva- 
tive principles adopted when financial 
stringency made such a course desir- 
able. They, however, complain of pres- 
ent prices and look for a_ reactory 
movement in the near future or soon 
after the close of navigation. Whether 
they will be disappointed or not re- 
mains to be seen. Local crushers con- 
tinue to quote on the basis of 47c. for 
State and Western oil and 48c. for 
city brands. For round or car lots 
they ask 46c. prompt or nearby de- 
livery. Seed has fluctuated to some 
extent, but as compared with the high 
level of the previous week is a little 
lower, but not low enough to influence 
the cost of oil, which may be quoted 
firm at the current prices. The 
weather has been uncertain during the 
week, which has retarded outside paint- 


ing, and this had its usual effect on the 
jobbing demand, which was quiet. The 
ecard prices are without change, but 


are firm at the quotations for 1 and 5- 
barrel lots.

Cottonseed Oil, 


Conditions during the past week did 
not vary materially from those pre- 


viously reported. Demand on the whole 
was slow, and seldom was there shown 
any snap to the market. The business 
done was of a staple kind, with com- 
paratively little speculative or profes- 
sional trading. The tone on the whole 


was slightly firmer, but there were 
no material fluctuations, either in spot 
or future positions. There had been 


quite a little December sold during the 
first part of the week in way of con- 
tract liquidation, but the market was 
supported by refining interests, which 
absorbed the offerings and sold future 


positions against their nearby  pur- 
chases. Most of the oil sold was for 
prompt or nearby delivery, and fu- 
tures had little place in the trading, 
except by one concern which was re- 
ported to be a liberal buyer. Eu- 
rope was a moderate purchaser of 


the preferred position. There has been 
a good demand abroad, but buyers on 
the other side are interested at the 
moment only in oil for prompt deliv- 
ery. The demand comes as the result 
of light supply for current needs pend- 
ing later deliveries by local crushers. 
It is not thought, however, that the 
full influence of Europe on this side 
will be felt much before the eng of 
January. Something like a feature was 
made during the week by the analysis 
of the oil supply prepared by a local 
commission house which tended to 
prove that the total prospective sup- 
plies of all competing oils would show 
a decrease of 1,100,000 barrels. The 
shortage in olive oil was estimated to 


have been 2,000,000 barrels. To this 
was added an allowance of 200,000 
barrels for increased consumption 
of American cottonseed oil. From 
the total decrease of 2,200,000 thus 
obtained were deducted an allow- 
ance of 500,000 barrels increase in

oils were quotably unaltered and with- 
out special feature. 

CEYLON OIL.—There was no radical 
change in the situation either in do- 
mestic or foreign distributing markets. 
Little statistical change was noted, and 
in fact, beyond the effort of London 
shippers to sell at a 10 point advance, 
which was not successful to any extent, 
prices for all positions remained as 
last quoted. Where higher prices were 
attempted in the English market, 6.90c. 
for prompt from London was the out- 
side figure. Offers at 6%c. were nu- 
merous enough at the time, however, 
to make the efforts of such sellers im- 
practical, no business being booked on 
that hasis. It simply served to show 
the trend of sentiment at that point. 
With the possible exception of an oc- 
casional small lot, there was no spot 
steck available for immediate delivery 
under 6%c. London operators, accord- 
ing to advices from abroad, are still 
active in their endeavor to bear the 
market, but up to the close their at- 
tempts have met with little success. 


COCHIN OTL.—The demand was 
again quiet, the market presenting no 
unusual features of interest. Despite 
the laxity of trade, however, values 
were firmly quoted for both spot and 
nearby nositions. The distant forwards 
were not subject te sufficient tnquiry 
to bring out firm offers. Spot Cochin 
was quoted at T4@7M%c., which is rela- 
tively low considering the Ceylon sit- 
nation. Direct shipments from London 
were named at 7T%ec., but nothing was 
done at this figure. 

CORN OTL.—The recent advance of 
ten points in corn oil has not affected 
the market so far as demand is con- 
cerned, either way. Deliveries as here- 
tofore continue for consumers’ present 
requirements, and outside regular de- 
liveries on contract have involved only 
light shipments. Sellers are now ask- 
ing 5.2?c. per pound, car lot basis. ex 
dock New York city. and up to 5.25ce. 
for lesser quantities. The fact that the 
largest producers in the country have 
curtailed their normal output by about 
50 ner cent. is reason enough in itself 
for the continued unward tendency of 
the eommodityv. This company is now 
erinding but 50,000 bushels of corn per 
day, whereas a vear ago the consump- 
tion was approximately 100,000 bushels 
ner day. 

OLIVE OTU.—Though rates were no 
higher for olive oil, the unward tend- 
ency was most in evidence during the 
interval. Prices at some of the shipping 
ports are said to have scored slight ad- 
vances, and the situation taken from 
every quarter is strong with prices well 
established at the previous quotations 
or better. The same difficulty is met 
with in getting figures, rates varying 
according to seller, quality and quan- 
tity. The former range is perhaps as 
near representative as any at $1.15@ 
1.35 per gallon for yellow. Foots were 
dealt in as extensively as stocks would 
nermit at firm prices, sellers asking 
7%@8c., as to quality. 

PALM OTL.—The market for palm oil 
ruled firm at the previous quotations 
of 55c. for heavy shipments of red 


and up to 5%c. for smaller lots. Lagos 
was quoted at 5%@é6c., according to 
seller, quantity and terms of sale. 
Soapmakers as a rule were again in- 
active, and the week passed very 
quietly, deliveries being almost entire- 
ly of jobbnig parcels. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Trade followed a 
routine course throughout the week, 
prices remaining unchanged and the 
movement being unattended by any 
features of special interest, aside from 
the receipt of raw oil for manufacture. 
For this purpose there arrived from 
London on Thursday per steamer Iro- 
quois 850 barrels for local account. The 
list rates are repeated as follows:—75 
@7ic. for burning, 78@80c. for brown 
and 75@77c. for refined. 


Animal and Fish Oils, 


COD OIL.—The situation in cod oil 
was without material change as re- 
gards either price or demand. Orders 
have involved the delivery of small 
lots as a rule, and came principally 
from contract holders. Domestic was 
steadily quoted at 38@40c. and New- 
foundland from 40@42c., depending 
upon amount and terms of sale. 


LARD OIL.—Reduced supplies of 
prime lard oil have served to strengthen 
the market and bring about an advance, 
Comparatively little oil was available 
at the week end, and where sales were 
made the small lots disposed of were 
sold up to 77c. Car lot shipments were 
quoted at 74@75c., according to seller, 
quantity and terms of sale, though no 
transactions of this size were reported 
to have actually taken place. The off 
grades were specified for in retail to 
jobbing quantities, the former rates rul- 
ing for the various kinds as follows:— 
Off prime, 56@58c.; extra No. 1, 51@ 
52c., and No. 1, 49@b50c. 


MENHADEN OIL.—There were re- 
ports of growing firmness for menhaden 
oil, though no reflection of such change 
was found in prices. Sellers were still 
offering freely at the former figures, 
the absence of buying interest seeming 
to warrant no higher quotations. The 
demand was quite stagnant for pressed 
grades, and while there was one big 
transaction in crude this department in 
general was also remarkably quiet. 
Dealers continue to quote at the fol- 
lowing levels: — Light and brown 
strained, 34@35c.; bleached winter, 36 
@°ic., and extra bleached winter, 38 
@39e. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—To all appear- 
ances full prices are being obtained for 
neatsfoot despite the fact that trade is 
confined within jobbing limits. The sales 
closed resulted in the transfer of stock 
at the following firm rates:—80@S85c. for 
20 degrees cold test: 76@78c. for 30 de- 
grees, and 71@73c. for 40 degrees, and 
hi@58e, for prime. 

RED OIL.—The scarcity of red oll 
would have prevented heavy trading in 
the commodity, even had there been a 
disposition on the part of consumers 
to buy freely. Values for both elaine 
and saponified are accordingly quoted 
at the same firm figures submitted last 
week, Light shinments of elaine were 
made on the basis of 40@42c.. with car 
lots quoting at 39c. Saponified com- 
manded 6@6%c., depending upon seller 
and amount. 

SEAL OIL.—Though trading in seal 
oil continues light, the withdrawals 
from domestic stocks have been suffi- 
ecient to materially deplete the supply. 
Prices have responded to the extent of 
1@1%c. advance: values now quoting at 
47@48c., denending upon amount and 
terms of sale. 

SPERM OTL.—The conditions govern- 
ing this market have changed little 
during the week. Few new contracts 
were entered into, and specifications 
against existing agreements were gen- 
erally for light to moderate quantities, 
Prices have held firm nevertheless, the 
various grades quoting on the following 
hasis:—79c. for 38 degrees cold test. 77c. 
for 25 degrees cold test, 75¢c. for 37 de- 
grees natural winter, and 73c. for 45 
degrees. 

STFARIC ACID.—Nothing of inter- 
est developed in connection with this 
market during the week. Business was 
principally of a retail and jobbing char- 
acter, and prices for both double and 
single pressed were unaltered. No. J 
double was held at 10%c. and No. 2 at 
4c. 

WHALERBONE. — The market is 
about the same as last week, the move- 
ment with the turn of the month con- 
tinuine verv light. and prices auoting 
firmly at the established levels, as 
follows'—Arctic, $4.75@5;: Northwest, 
$4.°5@4.40. and South Sea, $4.4.25. 

WHALE OITL.—RBuvers’ requirements 
are still auite limited and no substan- 
tial sales were recorded in consequence. 
The demand was almost entirely con- 
fined to jobbine quantities. at the for- 
mer range of prices, the various grades 
quoting as follows:—44@46c. for natural 
winter, 48@4%. for hleached winter, 
and 50@52c. for extra bleached winter. 

Mineral Otls. 

There has been more of a tendency 
toward conservative operations, as Is 
usual during the final month, and de- 
liveries on outstanding engagements 
have constituted the principal move- 
ment during the week. The export 
movement has also shown diminishing 
proportions of late. There is no change 
in prevailing quotations. and the out- 
look for continued stability is regarded 
as more assuring. , 
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Wax, Lard, Tallow, Etc. 


PARAFFINE WAX. — The steady 
movement into consuming channels has 
shown little interruption with the turn 
of the month, but dealers, as a rule, 
are prepared for some check to busi- 
ness as an incident to the wane of the 
year, The production is well regulated 
to requirements, and there is no un- 
due pressure of stock. Quotations show 
no variation for either crude or re- 
fined. Clearances for the week com- 
prised 1,403,159 pounds, against 1,798,508, 
and 2,042,859 pounds for the previous 
week, and the corresponding week last 
year, respectively. 

LARD.—The market for lard has dis- 
played an easier tone during the week 
just passed. The primary cause for this 
is attributed to a less active cash de- 
mand and a slight falling off in the 
foreign trade. Exports from the At- 
lantic seaboard for the month of Oc- 
tober were 39,271,009 pounds, as com- 
pared with 36,870,486 pounds for the 
corresponding month last year. At 
the close prime Western was held at 





9.60@9.75e., and city at 94c. Compound 
was quoted at 7@7\c. 
TALLOW.—A _§ strengthening’ tend- 


ency has developed in this market, and 
despite the fact that there were no 
sales reported holders refused to make 
concessions. Exports for the month of 
October were 4,328,840 pounds, against 
4,698,840 pounds for the same month 
last year. At the close city in hhds. 
was held at 5%@5%c., and edible at 
T%@T%c. 

STEARINES.—The market reflects a 
slightly easier tone, with lower quo- 
tations named in some quarters. Ow- 
ing to the unsettled conditions con- 
sumers are still buying in a small 
hand-to-mouth way, showing little in- 
clination to operate beyond immediate 
requirements. At the close oleo was 
quoted at 10%@10%c., while lard was 
held at 10%@lic., according to quan- 
tity, seller and terms of sale. 

GREASES.—In ‘sympathy with tal- 
low the market for this commodity 
displayed a firmer tone. Sales, how- 
ever, have continued rather light, only 
comparatively small lots being taken 
up for current needs. White was fair- 
ly active, but trading in other de- 
scriptions was quiet. At the close white 
was held at 5%@6%c.; yellow, 4%.@5tec.; 
brown, 4%4@4'4c.; house, 5@5\%c.

New Rules for Use of Denatured 
Alcohol. 


COLLECTORS REQUIRED TO CERTIFY 
THE QUANTITY USED BY MANUFAC- 
TURERS AND DEALERS—NEW 
FORMULAS PRESCRIBED. 

Washington, Dec. 4, 1908. 


The Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
has issued a series of important rulings 
with regard to the use of denatured alco- 
hol. Several new formulas have_ been 
authorized and the rulings will undoubt- 
edly increase consumption. 

CERTIFICATION OF CONSUMPTION, 

Collectors of internal revenue have been 
instructed to certify all denatured alco- 
hol used or disposed of by manufacturers 
or dealers, month by month, as follows:— 

Special attention is directed to the second 
paragraph of T. D. 1412, dated September 8, 
1908, requiring collectors, with whom bonds 
have been filed by manufacturers or wholesale 
dealers using or handling specially denatured 
alcohol, to ascertain each month from the re- 
ports furnished them of the quantity of alcohol 
which such manufacturer or dealer is entitled 
to receive under his bond. The quantity so 
ascertained is to be certified to this office and 
also to the various collectors in whose districts 
the manufacturers’ or dealers’ notices, Form 
583, have been previously filed. This certificate 
supplies the place of supplemental forms 583, 
the use of which was discontinued under article 
19, regulations 30, supplement 1. 

Many collectors have failed to comply with 
this requirement, and this non-compliance has 
resulted in confusion in the various districts in 
which denaturing warehouses and bonded deal 
ers are located; and in many cases where such 
certificates have been forwarded they have 
reached their destination so late in the month 
as to be practically useless for the purpose for 
which they are intended. 

These certificates must be forwarded as di- 
rected by T. D. 1412 with the least possible 
delay. It is realized that many manufacturers 
and bonded dealers are slow in rendering their 
reports, thus making it impossible for collect- 
ors to furnish the required’ information 
promptly. 

Manufacturers and bonded dealers are re- 
quired by regulations to forward transcripts of 
their monthly records to the collector of internal 
revenue for each month before the 10th day of 
the following month, and such manufacturers 
and bonded dealers should be notified that the 
transcripts above referred to must be furnished 
within the prescribed time. Failure on the 
part of any such manufacturer or bonded 
dealer to render this information promptly 


should be reported to this office. 
neglect in this respect will be considered as 
sufficient ground for the cancellation of the 
permit issued to such manufacturer or bonded 
dealer. 

Where the outstanding liability under any 
bond is large!y reduced prior to the expiration 
of the month for which returns are required, 
by reason of unusually large use of sales dur- 
ing the month, and the manufacturer or dealer 
desires to procure immediately an additional 
supply of alcohol, the collector holding the 
bond, if satisfied that the alcohol has been so 
used or disposed of, will at once certify the 
fact to the collector of the district with whom 
the Form 583 has been previously filed. 

FORMULA FOR CHLORAL HYDRATE. 
The Commissioner has approved the fol- 
lowing formula for specially denatured 
alcohol to be used in the manufacture of 
chloral hydrate:— 

Formula 17.—To 100 gallons of ethyl all .05 
gallons (six and one-half fluid ounces) of an- 
imal oil. 

The animal oil must conform to the following 
specifications :— 

Color.—The color shall be a deep brown, 

Boiling Point.—When 100 c. c. of the an- 
imal oil are subjected to distillation in the 
same manner as prescribed for the determina- 
tion of wood alcohol in section 26, Part I. of 
the regulations, not more than 5 ec. c. should 
distil over below 90 deg. C., and not less than 
50 c. c. at 180 deg. C. 

Pyrrol Reaction.—Two and one-half c. c. of 
a 1 per cent. solution of the animal oil in 90 
per cent. alcohol are diluted to 100 c. c, with 
alcohol. A splinter of pine wood, previously 
moistened with concentrated hydrochloric acid, 
is dipped into 10 c. c. of this solution, con- 
taining .025 per cent. of animal oil. After a 
few minutes the splinter should show a dis 
tinct red coloration. 

Reaction with Mercurie Chloride.—Five c. c. 
of the 1 per cent, solution of the animal oil in 
90 per cent. alcohul, when treated with 5 c. ec. 
of a 2 per cent. solution of mercuric chloride 
in alcohol, should give immediately a volumin 
ous flocculent precipitate. Five c. ec. of the 
.025 solution of the animal oil, when treated 
with 5 c. c. of the 2 per cent. solution of mer- 
euric chloride, should show at once a distinct 
turbidity. 


FORMULA FOR FURNITURE POLISH. 


A special denaturant for use in the mana- 
ufacture of furniture polish has been au- 
thorized as follows:— 

You are informed that formula 1 (to 100 
gallons of ethyl alcohol add five gallons of 
approved wood alcohol) has been authorized 
as a special denaturant for use in the manu- 
facture of furniture polish. 

Applicants for a permit for the use of this 
formula in this line of manufacture must for- 
ward to this office the formula for the furni- 
ture polish they propose to make, together with 
a sample of the same, the sample to consist 
of not less than one pint.

Operations have been stimulated in 
many of the fields east of the Missis- 
sippi River during the week, and ad- 
vices from our various correspondents 
record a gain in completed work, as 
well as in new production. The duster 
list figures to a more impressive ex- 
tent in the returns for the current week, 
especially in Southeastern Ohio and 
lllinois. As to the more favorable show- 
ing, West Virginia deserves primary 
consideration, the new production be- 
ing more than six times that of the 
previous week from a little more than 
than double the number of completions. 
Lincoln and Roane counties were the 
centers of greatest activity, and the 
capacity of the former is reported as 
steadily increasing, new wells of ave- 
rage caliber coming in regularly. En- 
couraging results were also recorded in 
Brooke county, chiefly in the Hollidays 
Cove pool, the production of which 
shows little variation, remaining about 
1,600 barrels a day. The output of the 
Follansbee pool in the same county 
eontinues to decline, and operations 
there are almost at a standstill. While 
completions in the Southeastern Ohio 
section were considerably in excess of 
those reported formerly, the new pro- 
duction suffered a setback. Further ef- 








forts to extend the Alliance pool of 
Columbiana county have resulted in 
dusters and there is practically no 


charce for further work outside of the 
defined limits of the pool. In the Mingo 
development of Jefferson county more 
than the usual number of dry holes 
were experienced, but an occasional 
successful well is brought in within the 
proven area. The November report of 
the fields of the Pennsylvania classi- 
fication shows a gain of three comple- 
tions, but with 37 more dusters the new 
production is 616 barrels below the Oc- 
tober record, and the average per suc- 
cessful well is lower, 9.42 barrels, 
against 10 barrels. A slight increase is 
noted in the week’s returns from the 
Lima field of Northwestern Ohio and 
Indiana, but the monthly comparison 
is less favorable, particularly in the 
new production item of Northwestern 
Ohio. Kentucky operations during the 
week were almost entirely confined to 
Wayne county, but completions fell be- 
low the average. The best showing was 
experienced in the old Sinking creek 
district, where a 40-barrel well was 
brought in. New work is being has- 
tened in Wayne county with a view 
of making the most of the opportunity 
before the winter hardships are en- 
countered. The November returns for 
Kentucky show a material decline in 





results, 


dusters and the new daily production | 
reached 147 barrels, against 242 barrels, 
as the former total. There was a de- 
cline in Illinois operations during the 


week and a more than proportionate de- 
crease in new production, but the out- 
look is brighter for the continuance 
work well into the winter since relief 
from the drought has been experienced.

less by 3,0S8 barrels. Of the 30 wells 
completed in Kansas but three were in 


the successful class and the new pro- 
duction amounted to but 55 barrels, 
one-half of the October total. Nothing 
of particular interest is to be noted in 
the Gulf coast situation. The prevail- | 
ing conditions are described as quiet, 
but there is little prospect for any 
early change in crude values. Advices 
from the California field indicate that 


the repeated efforts to keep the produc- 
tion up to the heavy demand are be- 
ginning to show more tangible results 
and by the beginning of next year it 
is believee the daily production of the 
State will show an inerease to about 
150,000 barrels.

Advices from the fields of the Pennsylvania 
classification yielding the highesi grade of 
erude ,petroleum indicate a resumption of 
activity in West Virginia and Southeastern 
Ohio, particularly in the latter section, com- 


pletions fur the week numbering forty, against 
seven, as previously. Despite this material 
gein, the new production was insignificant, 215 
barrels, against the former total of 275 bar- 
rels. The frequency with which dusters were 
experienced accounts for the slump in 





produc- 


tion The successful wells were generally of 
light caliber, about the only exception being 
a completion in the deep sand territory of 


Fairfield county that was considered promising 
for a century or better producer. Lively in 
terest was centered in the prospects for an ex- 
tention to the Alliance pool of Columbiana 
county, but dusters were again the result. The 
pool is said to be surrounded by dry holes, 
Some experimental work is still in progress in 
Jefferson county, but without important de- 
velopment as yet. Within the defined limits 
of the Mingo pool in this county, successful 
wells continue to be brought in. 

In West Virginia operations have been most 
active in Lincoln and Roane counties. In the 
former the wells are of stimulating regularity 
and the average fairly well maintained. 
The production of the county is estimated at 
between 1,200 and 1,500 barrels a day, with 
the prospects favoring a_ steady increase, 
While completions in Roane county were com- 


is 


paratively few, they were of encouraging ca- 
pacity, averaging about fifty barrels per day 
Brooke county furnished several good pro- 
ducers, nearly all of them being in the 
Holliday’s Cove pool The capacity of this 


formation remains in the neighborhood of 1,600 
barrels a day. The Follansbee pool in_ the 
same county is almost neglected, having been 
well defined and nearly every location drilled. 
The production has been on the steady decline, 
a late report placing it at 800 barrels a day.

Eastern Petroleum Review. 
Montpelier, Ind., Dec. 3, 1908. 


A general review of operations in the petro- 
leum fields east of the Mississippi River makes 
a very fine showing when the season of the 
year is taken into consideration. This is the 
time of year when the operators usually cur- 
tail development work, but the present season 
appears to be an exception to the rule, as most 
all fields are showing more work than in the 
earlier part of the season. There is quite a 
healthy increase in completed work for the 
last week over the previous one. This is no 
doubt due to the fact that the oll operators 
are hurrying through their work so ae to be 
pretty ‘well cleaned up by the holidays, when 
they usually take their vacation for a few 
weeks before starting active operations again, 
and some seasons active work is delayed until 
about the start of May, but with good prices 
for the product and much undeveloped terrl- 
tory in sight it looks as though the spring 
work would open up early. 

The November figures in the high-grade 
fields are very interesting, as they show a 
slight increase over the October figures in all 
fields, including the fields west of the Missis- 
sippi River. The completed wells in the fields 


east of the river were distributed as follows:—

The runs from the entire Eastern fields for 
the first twenty-nine days. of November 
amounted to 4,165,827 barrels, a daily average 
of 143,648 barre The deliveries for the en- 
tire thirty days of the month were 5,508,507 
barrels, or a daily average of 183,610 barrels.

A great many operators from the high grade 
fields are now visiting the mid-continent fields 
of Oklahoma, Kansas and Texas, making ef- 
forts to share in some of the geod producing 
territory. They feel safe now im making in- 
vestments there than at any time since the 
field was opened. The restrictions against the 
pipe lines constructing lines was a backward 
move for the new State, but now that it is 
cleared up and the laying of pipe lines is go- 
ing ahead, more money will be invested in the 
producing end of the business as well as in 
the pipe line end, It means a large expendi- 
ture in the new States for the next few years, 

Pennsylvania.—Work still progresses in the 
older fields of Pennsylvania and Southern New

The Mingo pool in this county is the 
best found in the fleld for the last two sea- 
sons, and has a production of about 1,000 
barrels a day, which will hardly be increased 
as the pool has been pretty thoroughly de- 
fined. The town lots have all been drilled 
over with wells, and now the operations are 
confined to the few locations undrilled on the 
farms within the limits of the pool. The Al- 


liance pool in Columbiana county is one of 
the attvuctive cones, although this pool, like 
the Mingo pool, has been defined, and will 
show a gradual decline in its daily output. 
The Alliance pool has just one chance for an 
extension, and that is to the northeast, where 
a test is now being made The Corning or 
deep sand field of Central Ohio. in Perry and 
Fairfield counties, there is but little work do- 
ing, and late completions show failures or light 
producers. The latest strike of importance is 
in Wayne county, near Mount Faton, where a 
small showing has been found by Guffey w« 
Galey in the Berea Grit formation. The im- 
portance of this well is the fact that it is far 
in advance of any producing wells, and may 
lead up to the finding of an entirely new pool.

the formations already encountered in drilling 
for oil. The State has been only partially 
tested and the untested section may be rich 
in the petroleum product, as is the southern 
prairies of Illinois. 

Illinois.—The Illinois petroleum fields showed 
a small decline in completed work for the 
last week, but this could be expected for the 
previous week was one of the most active for 
months. Nothing new in the way of wildcat 
developments have opened up, and but little 
of this kind of work will be done during the 
cold weather. 

Indiana.—The Indiana field is only holding 


its own and figures change but little from week 
to week. The operators in the State are 
taking things easy and are laying low, draw- 
ing their weekly or monthly cash for oil run, 
and instead of pushing the drill during the 
cold season when everything is more expen- 
sive. Many are figuring on putting in addi- 
tional wells on their holdings next season and 
then take a trip over the Western fields to 
look up leases for future development work. 
This is a wise move and gives them an op- 
portunity to keep abreast of developments 

Northwestern Ohio.—The Northwestern Ohio 
field is going along finding a good well now 
and then to encourage further operations, and 
a few of the counties in the large producing 
sections are receiving mostly the entire benefit 
of the late completions.

November Review of Mid-Continent 
Petroleum Field, 

Independence, Kan., Dec. 1, 1908. 


Except for the little flurry north of Nowata 
in the shallow sand pool the month of Novem- 
ber was without special feature insofar as de- 
velopment work is concerned. ‘The find:ng of a 
few fairly good wells south of the Delaware 
pool and in the direction of Nowata touched 
the flame of excitement and for a few days 
there was a rush for leases in what is now 
known ae the Claggett pool such as this field 
has not before seen. Men went to exteemes in 
the matter of bonuses and now they are peorer 


and wiser. The shallow sand stuff has come 
to be generally looked upon as gilt-edged and 
more to be desired than anything else in the 
entire field because of the inexpensiveness to 
operate and the large general average of the 
wells. So when it looked as if another large 
pool was opening where there had been no 
taking of leases there was a sudden rush. 


Wells were overrated, bonuses went skyward— 


and wells failed to justify the* fever. Every- 
body was at sea. No one could give a very 
good notion of where the pool would extend, 
because the wisest ones had been so often 
fooled in the shallow sand. The result was 
leases were taken in every direction. It now 
looks, after paving from $3 to $150 an aere, 
that the pool is very small. Yet, as has so 
often been shown, no one can tell even now. 


\ new well may change the whole complexion 
of affairs. 

Aside from the Claggett excitement there has 
been little the last month for special comment. 





‘There is little doing in the Bald Hill and Mor- 
ris pool. <A big gas well between Bald Hill 
and Bixby gives force to the conviction that 
another pool will be found somewhere around 
Bixby, but if one should be developed there is 
searcely any land left thereaboute which has 
not been plastered with a lease. Men are 
cancelling leases in one part of the field and 


taking up new ones in other parts all the time. 
And some of them are finding that the leases 
they cancelled were the very ones they should 


have held. 
_The Delaware pool seems to be practically 
circumscribed. It is believed that famous dis- 


trict has reached its zenith. There is nothing’ 
of moment doing at Coody’s Bluff. An effort 
is being made to find a pay streak to the east 


toward Vinita on the east side of the lime- 
stone outcroppings. There was more doing 
last month in the Alluwe and Chelsea dis 
tricts. To the south of these old fields several 
Wildeat ventures are drilling in an effort to 
find a connection with the wells of the Mus- 
kogee district. But eenerally speaking, it ie 
very quiet in the field, with the possibility of 
& new outbreak any day. 


In Kansas there is a growing demand on the 
part of the independent refineries for oil, They 
are shipping their crude in from Oklahoma at 


considerable cost. There is inducement for 
local drilling, There are many places in the 
Kansas fields where 15 to 25-barrel wells can 


be found and where the refineries will pay ten 
cents premium for the oil. But far there 
has not heen much effort to open new welle 
The refinery at Longton is shipping in oil from 
Nowata. It is now starting to drill some wells 


so 


in that field. There is also some demand for 
oil in the Bourbon county pool. There is no 
doubt that some day there will be another 


g00d shallow sand pool up tn that part of the 
country—an extension of the Oklahoma shallow 
sand, tecently a shallow sand well was 
drilled near Moran which produced 300 barrels 
a day. Here ie the suggestion. The Standard 
Asphalt and Rubber Company needs more oil 
right now. It is shipping in from the South. 
There are locations for several thousand profit 
able producers in the Wayside pool. 
LAST MONTH'S OPERATIONS. 

During November there were 3823 wells 
drilled in the entire field. Of these 30 were in 
Kansas, 16 in the Osage, 232 in the Cherokee, 
42 in the Creek nation and 8 scattering, There 
were 266 successful oil producing wells, 28 gas- 


sere, 29 failures to find either oil or gas and 
the new production was estimated at 13,797 
barrels. Comparing these figures with those 
of October there was an increase of 17 wells 


drilled, 21 producers, 4 failures and a decrease 
of 8 gassers and 3,143 barrels new production. 





The average of the producing wells was 51.5 
barrels, The average of the October wells wae 
69.1 barrels and of the September wells 56.5 
barre Is In October 306 wells were drilled and 
in September 358, with 309 in August. The 
estimated production in October was 16,940 


barrels and in September it was 14.921 barrels. 


Of the 30 wells drilled in Kansas only 3 
were producers of oi] in paying quantities; 18 
were gassers and 9 were failures. The new 
production wae only 55 barrels. This was a 


decrease of 11 wells drilled. There were 6 
fewer producers and 9 fewer gassers, with an 
increase of 4 failures. The production for No- 
vember was 55 barrels less than for October. 
The average of the November wells was 18.:, 
barrels as compared with 12.2 barrels for Oc- 
tober and 15.5 barrels for September. Mont 
fomery county led with 8 completions, but 
three of these were dry and the other five 
were gaseers. Drilling operations in Kansas 
are scattered over so wide an area and so 


largely for gas that they do not cut much 
figure at this time in matters of oil. 
There were 293 wells drilled in the southern 


division or Oklahoma end of the field. There 
were 263 producers, 10 gassers and 20 failures. 
The new production was placed at 13,742 bar- 
rels. This means that there was an increase 
of 28 wells drilled as compared with the pre- 
vious month, and a slight decrease from the 
report of September. There were 27 more 
producers and 1 more gasser. There was a 
decrease of 3,088 barrels new production, as 
compared with October. The new wells aver- 
aged 42.2 barrels.

It is possible to make this product consist- 
ing almost entirely of castor oil, in which 
shape it can be and has been imported into 
this country, and by the simple addition of 
water reduced to any strength desired. It is 
therefore of the utmost importance to us that 
no change be made in the wording of the 
present tariff, as in former years importers 
have brought this article in under various con- 
fusing names and consistencies, endeavoring 
to pass them through the customs at lower 
rates of duty. 

From January 1 to November 2, 1908, 40,000 
gallons of alizarin assistant were imported 
through the port of New York alone, so that 
it cannot be justly claimed that the present 
duty is prohibitive. 

The castor oil used in the manufacture of 
alizarin assistant is made from castor seed, 
on which a duty of 25 cents a bushel is im- 
poeed for the protection of the Western farmer, 
equal to a duty of 11 cents a gallon on the 
castor oil in the seed. 

Our castor oil costs ue at the present time to 
manufacture 8% cents per pound, or 68 cents 
per gallon, exclusive of office and selling ex- 
penses, and the present selling price is %% 
cents per pound, or 76 cents per gallon, deliv- 
ered, and less discount for cash. 

Alizarin assistant is sold on the same basis, 
according to the percentage of castor oil used. 

Foreign castor oil can be imported at the 
present time for 6 cents per pound, or 48 cents 
per gallon, exclusive of duty, and alizarin as-

There has been little change in the 
general conditions affecting the drug 


market during the interval, except that 
the jobbing character of trading is 
probably more prevalent as the year 
approaches its termination. Dealers, as 
a rule, see no reason to vary their opin- 
ions as to the more encouraging out- 
look soon after the turn of the year is 


reached. The price developments of 
the week have not been of especially 
interesting significance. Carnauba wax 
has continued in its upward tendency 


on the stimulating tenor of foreign ad- 
vices. The position of C. P. glycerine 
has been further strengthened. The 
vanilla bean situation commands more 


tavorable regard and the cheaper 
grades are being steadily taken for 


consuming account. The bromides were 
the center of unusual interest follow- 
ing cable advices suggestive of a ma- 
terial advance at primary quarters, 
and spot dealers announced their prac- 


tical withdrawal from the market for 
the time being. All mercurials were 
higher in sympathy with the advance 
in quicksilver. Opium is again lower, 
but with the demand still backward 
quotations are almost nominal. The 
Amsterdam quinine auction brought a 
lower mark, but the effect was in a 
measure counterbalanced by the com- 
parative lightness of the bark ship- 
ments for November. The decline in 
rochelle salt and seidlitz mixture was 
attributed to competition.

Beans, 


The week’s developments appear to 
have been of further favorable signifi- 
cance on the vanilla bean situation, 
and some dealers express more confi- 
dence in the early prospect for a gen- 
eral appreciation of values. The pres- 
ent status of the market is attributed 
to conditions which are not believed to 
have found eager sanction in the local 
trade, the early availability of new 
crop supplies at foreign quarters nat- 
urally prompting views coducive to 
the most advantageous operations. In 
the opinion of one authority, the pres- 
ent state of affairs has been largely 
brought about by the keener interest 
lately displayed by the consuming 
trade, and some of the recent trans- 
actions are said to have involved pro- 
portions suggestive of speculative buy- 


ing. At present the Bourbon situation 
appears more definitely defined than 
the Mexican. According to some of 
the later advices, the Bourbon crops 
are turning out below the earlier esti- 
mates, the total of all varieties, in- 


cluding Comores, Madagascar and Sey- 
chelles, being placed at not more than 
200,000 kilos, against 250,000 kilos, as 
indicated some time ago. The principal 


arrivals are due in the French mar- 
kets from the producing islands this 
month, and no important buying is 


likely to be stimulated until the effect 
of these receipts is reflected on the 
principal sources. More than the usual 
interest is centered in the London 
auction next Wednesday. The offer- 
ings will probably consist of Seychelles 


beans, a variety that is not regarded 
as a criterion for Bourbon values in 
general, but the event promises to 
attract keener attention at this more 


critical time, and some of the principal 
French operators are expected to at- 


tend, with the effect of creating an 
outcome that will redound to their ad- 
vantage in the home markets. In the 


local trade, buying interest is centered 
in the cheaper offerings of Bourbons, 
and we find $1.75 generally named as 
an inside quotation. Mexican cuts are 
said to be the object of more favorable 
values to sellers, but in one quarter 
$2 was confirmed. Government sta- 
tistics record the imports of all grades 
of vanilla beans during October as 
58,569 pounds, valued at $62,438, against 
41,908 pounds ($93,615), for the same

The Potash Syndicate.

Society.

Local Efforts to Repeal Act of 1848. 

At the regular meeting of the drug trade 
section of the New York Board of Trade 


and Transportation last Wednesday, in- 
terest centered in the proposed repeal of 
the act of 1848, vesting the authority of 
the determination of the standard at 
which crude drugs can be admitted in 
the customs officials. Since the operation 
of the pure food and drugs law, the older 
statute has been regarded in the local 
trade as still in effect and controlling in 
the absence of specific provision for its | 
supersession by the later enactment, thus | 
creating a situation that has caused more 
or less confusion in drug circles. To es- 
tablish the question on a more compre- 
hensive basis, the drug trade section re- | 
cently appointed a committee consisting 

of Irving Mckesson, J. L. Hopkins, W. J. 

Gesell, J. M. Peters and O. W, Smith to 
consult with the authorities at Washing- 
ton as to the most expeditious means of 
nullifying the effect of the 1848 law. Mr. 

McKesson reported at the meeting that 

the committee went to Washington in re- 

sponse to an appointment made with Sen- 

ator Burroughs, of the Finance Commit- 

tee of the Senate, but were advised by 

the latter that his committee did not have 

jurisdiction over the subject in question, 
which was within the authority of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the House. 
Mr. McKesson stated that further nego- 

tiations were in progress to procure the 
repeal of the objectionable measure. 

It was decided to hold the annual meet- 
ing and election of the drug trade sec- 
tion at the Drug and Chemical Club on 
January 6 next. Johnson & Johnson were

Latest Appraisers’ Decisions. 


Ground Lime. 


The question involved in this protest 
was whether merchandise invoiced as 
“ground lime’’ was dutiable at § cents per 
100 pounds under paragraph S% or at one 
of several rates of duty claimed lower 
than that assessea 

By stipulation of counsel it was agreed 
hat the merchandise was in all respects 
similar to that which was the subject 
of abstract decision 19935 (T. D, 29339), and 
following the ruling in that case the 
merchanidse was properly dutiable at 26 
per cent, ad valorem under the provision 
for “other cement” in paragraph 89 of the 
Tariff act of 18%. The protest of im- 
porters J. W. Hampton, Jr., & Co., Phila- 
delphia, was therefore sustained to this 
extent and the decision of the collector 
modified. 





Balsam Peru. 


The merchandise in question described 
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on the invoice as “Balsam Peru” was re- 
turned as a chemical compound and duty 
assessed thereon at the rate of 25 per 
cent. ad valorem under paragraph 3 of 
the Tariff act of 1897. The importers, 
Geisenheimer & Co., ciaimed the com- 
modity was free of duty under paragraph 
548 of said act. 

The question at issue was identical with 
that decided by the Board in abstract 
19663 (T. D, 29267), on the authority of 
which the claim was sustained.

Hearing in the Standard Oil Case, 


CONTINUATION OF JOHN D. ARCHBOLD’S 
TESTIMONY UNDER DIRECT AND 
CROSS-EXAMINATION—THE STORY 
OF THE VARIOUS TRUST AGREE-

On the resumption of the hearing of the 
government’s suit against the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey last Monday 
John D. Archbold, vice-president, again 
took the stand. He was questioned ciuse- 
ly under direct examination as to the 
trust agreements of 1879 and 1882. His 
testimony tended to show that the agree- 
ment of 1879 Was more of the nature of an 
experiment, and that the real trust idea 
developed three years later. The trustees 
under the first agreement were Vilas, 
IKieth and Chester, who held the titles to 
the properties of the Standard Oil com- 
panies, but without powers of adminis- 
tration, The second agreement formed 
the real trust and had a definite working 
plan which was described by the witness 
“as a simple and effective form of holding 
interest theretefore acquired, Mr. Arch- 
bold stated that by advice of counsel it 
was aecided that neither the Standard 
Vil Company of Ohio, nor, indeed, any 
other single company, could successfully 
or perhaps safely hold these interests in 
any other way. They were varied in na- 
ture, the property was widespread in 
many different States, the laws of which 
were often restricted as to the rights of 
corporations, so that the trusteeship was 
Suggested as a simple method of bring- 
ing together those properties so as to 
provide for an evidence of ownership or a 
token of ownership which would be mar- 
ketable and would give the interests a 
market value and establish at the same 
time a basis for trading. 

Mr. Archbold said before 1882 there had 
been no general token or evidence of own- 
ership. individuals, representing inter- 
ests forming the joint Ownership in the 
Standard Oil Company of Ohio and in 
the Vilas, Kieth and Chester holdings, 
desired some token as evidence of their 
ownership in the property in the whole 
that would be marketable. Under the 
trust agreement the evidence of owner- 
sbip of the trust certificate showed that 
the holder was entitled to so many shares 
ot ownership in the trust _ properties. 
Hitherto, Mr. Archbold said, the business 
of the companies whose owners had 
placed virtual control in the Standard 
nad been conducted by the individuals as 
individual owners. 

Mr. Archbold sought to show by his 
testimony that in the acquisition of vari- 
ous properties which had passed under 
the control of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey by purchase and agree- 
ment no coercive methods had been used, 
and that the ultimate combination merely 
provided a means of simplifying the con- 
trol and making admunistration easier. 
The chief properties owned by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Ohio at the time of 
the trust agreement were the refineries 
of Cleveland, the works at Bayonne con- 
veyed to it by the Producers’ Consoli- 
dated Land and Petroleum Company in 
1887, and the Eagle Works at Communi- 
paw, then under construction. The prop- 
erties are now owned as follows:—The 
Bayonne and Eagle Works by the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, the 
Cleveland works by the Standard Oil 
Company of Ohio, the Long Island works 
and the Empire yard by the Standard Oil 
Compuny of New York. The Brooklyn 
works are owned by the Standard Oil 
Company of New York, but are no longer 
in operation; the tank cars are owned by 
the Union Tank Line and the marketing 
stations in Wisconsin, Illinois, 
Michigan and Minnesota are owned by 
the Standard Oil Company of Indiana. 
The Continental Oil Company at present 
owns the marketing stations in the Rock 
Mountain States, and the Standard Oil 
Company of California the stations in the 
Pacific States. 

Referring to certain companies men- 
tioned in the trust agreement over which 
the Standard got only a controlling in- 
terest, Mr. Archbold ennumerated them, 
twenty-six in number, beginning with the 
American Lubricating Oil Company and 
ending with the Waters-Pierce Oil Com- 
pany. This company was organized by 
the Standard and other interests in 1878 
with capital of $100,000. The Standard 
owned four hundred of the thousand 
shares at first; then the company was re- 
organized and its capital increased to 
$400,000. The present holdings of the com- 
pany number eighty concerns, comprising 
domestic, producing, pipe-line, foreign, 
and gas companies. 

Mr, Archbold said that the Standard 
Oil Company of New York and the New 
Jersey company of 1882 were to-day the 
same corporate bodies as when first 
founded. He testified that the capital 
stock of the Standard Oil Company of 
New Jersey had been increased from 
time to time until in 1899 it was made 
$110,000,000, of which $10,000,000 was pre- 
ferred stock. 

All the Standard Oil subsidiary com- 
panies were reviewed to establish the 
claim of the defense that the trust con- 
trol had not been made in restraint of 
trade. 

Questioned on the matter of competi- 
tion Mr. Archbold told of the condition 
at home and abroad. There were, he said, 
123 competing companies in this country, 
and in Europe the competition was even 
more severe than on this side. The enor- 
mous production of Russia sought the 
market more particularly in Eastern 
Europe, in Turkey, and in the Orient. 
Of recent years, he stated, a very large 
portion of oil has been found in the near- 
er states of Europe, namely in Galicia, 





Indiana, 


Rumania, more particularly in Germany 
and a little in Alsace. Rumania and Ga- 
licia are, however, becoming very pro- 


ductive states and a¥re constant and ag- 
gressive competitors for the Continental 
trade. Mr. Archbold entered into some 
detail showing the difficulties which had 
to be overcome in establishing and push- 
ing the business of the Standard in 
Europe and far Eastern countries. The 
company had, he said, however, been uni- 
versally well treated, especially in the 
Orient and particularly by Japan and 
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China.

the Standard’s agents. The State Depart- 
ment had often helped them in their ef- 
forts for the establishing of foreign trade 
and they had been better treated in re- 
spect to foreign than domestic business 
by the government of the United States. 

Continuing on Tuesday under direct ex- 
amination, Mr. Archbold narrated the 
history of the growth of the Standard Oil 
Company of New Jersey, to establish the 
denial that the company had succeeded 
the Ohio corporation as a holding trust. 
Mr. Archbold was one of the liquidating 
trustees of the Ohio company. He said 
that, in the liquidating process, the cer- 
tificate holders of the original trust, with 
the exception of those holding the great 
interest, received only an assignment of 
legal interest for their trust certificates 
and thereafter carried these assignments 
instead of converting them into stocks of 
the twenty companies in the agreement 
of the liquidation. The stock of the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
was increased, he said, from $10,000,000 to 
$10,000,000 as a convenient figure for cap- 
italization. In reply to a question as to 
whether it was true that trustee’s certifi- 
cates, which were outstanding in 1899, 
were not first exchanged for stock in the 
twenty companies, and that it was an ex- 
change of Standard Oil of New Jersey 
stock, a stock in these twenty companies, 
he replied that it was his recollection 
that this mode of operation had been 
gone through and that it was an ex- 
change of the stock really representing 
what had been the ownership of the trust, 
and that the number of trust certificates 
held was identical with the number of 
shares of stock of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey held subsequent to 
the increase of the capital stock of that 
company in 13899. To make it clear he 
said that his recollection was that he had 
taken the individual stocks, but first took 
an assignment of legal interest which 
was the same thing. It would be, he 
said, equivalent to the amount of the 
trust certificates held by him. Then he 
exchanged these assignments of legal in- 
terests for the stocks in the twenty com- 
panies. In 1889 he exchanged the stocks 
which he held in the twenty companies 
for stock of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey. This was the process 
gone through with all certificates. 

Counsel for the defense then handed in 
a schedule of the physical properties of 
the New Jersey corporation held at the 
present time, as distinguished from stock 
ownership, and then dealt with the pipe- 
lines, which, the witness said, were a 
necessary adjunct of the business, 

Mr. Kellogg, the prosecuting attorney, 
upon cross-examination, took up the his- 
tory of the Anglo-American Company. 
After a few preliminary questions regard- 
ing Mr. Archbold’s connection with the 
trust, the witness said he was not nor 
had he been for some time a director of 
that company, and that he had not re- 
signed on account of the present investi- 
gation. Referring to the Manhattan Oil 
Company of Ohio he testified that he be- 
lieved its refineries had been in competi- 
tion with the Standard Oil Company; that 
to his knowledge it was not owned or con- 
trolled directly or indirectly by any com- 
pany of the Standard combination. He 
could not state positively that the Gen- 
eral Industrial Development Syndicate, 
organized in 1899, and which government 
counsel declared had purchased all the 
stock of the Manhattan Oil Company, 
had turned over to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany all the oil of the Manhattan com- 
pany at a price. Mr, Kellogg endeavored 
to get the witness to acknowledge that, 
in consideration of the purchase of the 
stock of the Manhattan company by the 
Development Syndicate, Anthony N. 
Brady, one of the founders of the Man- 
hattan company, must have had a con- 
tract guaranteeing the People’s Gas, Light 
and Coke Company, of Chicago, a supply 
of gas oil for a period of ten years at 1% 
cents a gallon, delivered in Chicago; but 
Mr. Archbold could not recollect the de- 
tails of the contract. The price, however, 
he said, would have been a fair one as 
conditions existed at that time. 

Mr. Archbold testified that James Mc- 
Donald had been the managing director 
of the Anglo-American Oil Company of 
London, a Standard Oil concern, but de- 
nied personal knowledge of a _ $2,700,000 
loan made to Mr. McDonald between 
1899 and 1896. He thought the managing 
director of the Anglo-American Oil Com- 
pany might know something about it, 
and if it was a fact there might have 
been a reason for it. He had no knowl- 
edge that the Standard Oil (Omnpaliy or 
some other companies, directly or indi- 
rectly, controlled the Industrial Develop- 
ment Syndicate, or the Commercial Trad- 
ing and Investing Company, nor did he 
know that the Security Oil Company had 
been constructed with money loaned to 
McDonald by the Anglo-American Com- 
pany. He testified that the Corsicana Re- 
fining Company had been built by the 
National Transit Company, but its owner- 
ship had been kept secret. He said that 
he thought the plant had been built in 
the name of Folger and Payne, which 
names had been used under legal advice, 
probably with reference to the laws of 
Texas, where the conditions were such 
that it seemed best for the company to 
dispose of its property at all hazards. 
Mr. Archbold also denied that there had 
been any secrecy regarding the Waters- 
Pierce Company, though he admitted that 
the stock of this concern has been legal- 
ly held in the name of Mr. Pratt and 
Mr, Van Buren, though it really belonged 
to the Standard Oil Company. 

Referring to the Tidewater Company, 
which had ran a pipe-line to the sea- 
board, there had been, he said, a contract 
whereby the business had been controlled 
and divided between the Tidewater and 
the Standard. The stock acquired by 
the Standard in the Producers and Re- 
finers’ Company of London had been 
bought by the way of investment. 

Questioned as to his knowledge if there 
existed a single pipe-line in Pennsylvania, 
Ohio or Indiana of any size that had

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not been purchased by the Standard, Mr. 
Archbold said that he thought there were 
a number of them not very small, but 
he could not recollect the names, except 
the Tidewater, stock in which the Standa- 
ard owns. There were no pipe-lines to 
the seaboard that were not under Stand- 
ard control. He testified that the Stand- 
ard never tried to force its way, but al- 
ways endeavored to make amicable ar- 
rangements, and he accounted in this 
way for the fact that the Standard had 
so little trouble in negotiating for right 
of way privileges. 

As to the Acme Company, Mr. Archbold 
said that when he testified in 1879 the 
Acme Company was entirely independent 
of the Standard. He presumably was 
thinking of the Acme Company of New 
York, and it was his understanding that 
the stockholders then were the legal 
owners. A company might have been 
held for a common ownership, but he 
knew of no such agreement. When he 
dispesed of his stock in the Acme, he re- 
ceived Standard oil stock for it, 

Mr. Archbold on Wednesday’s examina- 
tion testified to having known nothing 
about charging off the interest on the loan 
of $7,500,000 made to Theodore N. Barns- 
dall. The securities for the loan had 
been trusteed and were in the Pittsburgh 
vaults with the contract. He denied that 
the loan to Mr. Barnsdall had been 
made with the understanding that all the 
oil from the Barnsdall companies should 
be turned over to the Standard. He 
promised to look for a copy of the con- 
tract but seemed dubious About being 
able to find it. 

The government counsel endeavored to 
have the witness admit that the $70,000,000 
of trust certificates were backed by prop- 
erty value of only $55,700,000, but Mr. 
Archbold said that the later figure repre- 
sented book value only, and not actual 
vaiue, and that the certificates were is- 
sued at par. The government counsel de- 
manded of Mr. Archbold that he furnish 
the certificates and stock books covering 
a period of 1882, which he said he would 
be pleased to do. He was non-committal 
in his answer respecting the percentage 
of domestic business done by the Stand- 
ard by its subsidiary companies, and as 
to why the Standard should be still seek- 
ing business when they already controlled 
over 80 per cent. of the total done in this 
country. 

Mr. Kellogg attempted to draw further 
information from the witness on the dis- 
solution of the Ohio company, which, ac- 
cording to the government’s contention, 
was in liquidation during the period ex- 
nang from 1892 to 1893, because the 
small holders of certificates preferred to 
wait until the new company was in shape 
to issue stock for them and consequently 
did not turn them in. Holders of 494,619 
out of the total of 972,500 certificates 
did turn them in as soon as the ad- 
verse decision of the court was made 
known. Mr. Archbold said that if the 
exhibits of the company showed that 
these certificates were turned in for 
stock in the sub-companies, then they 
must have done so, though he could not 
remember from memory. 

The reason for the choice that the 
Standard Oil Company of New Jersey as 
the holding company for the other Stand- 
ard corporations was.explained as being 
due to advice of counsel that the laws of 
New Jersey offered the most reasonable 
treatment for corporations, 

During Thursday’s examination Mr. 
Archbold told the counsel for the gov- 
ernment that there was no copy of the 
Standard Oil Barnsdall contract in New 
York city, which document had been 
called for the previous day. Counsel for 
the government tried vainly to prove that 
in building up its export trade the Stand- 
ard had not been a manufacturer. Mr. 
Archbold was pressed to admit as a fact 
that in 1871 seventy per cent. of the 
crude oil production of the United States 
was exported as refined oil, whereas to- 
day the proportion of exports of crude 
petroleum is only 18 per cent., but the 
witness replied that the entire character 
of the business had changed and that a 
general review of conditions would be 
necessary before the significance of these 
figures, assuming they were correct, 
could be determined. In answer to ques- 
tions to explain the fairness of the pres- 
ent tariff in dealing with petrdleum, 
which imposes a duty on oil imported to 
this country equal to the duty imposed 
on American oil by the country bringing 
the oil here, American oil, he said, had to 
pay no foreign duties other than other 
countries had to pay. He stated that not- 
withstanding the competition and difficul- 
ties the Standard had been able to ship a 
little oil to Russia. 

As to the European Petroleum Union 
and the allegation that there was an un- 
derstanding between the Standard and the 
big marketing countries of Europe as to 
the proportions of the business each 
should have Mr. Archbold said he did not 
know of any arrangement not in har- 
mony with the laws of good trade. The 
big marketing companies he knew of were 
the Rothschilds, the Nouvelle Company, 
the German Company in Roumania and 
some Galician concerns, 

The witness testified that the Standard 
during 1887 and 1888 when crude oil from 
the Lima field was selling at lic. a bar- 
rel because it supposedly was refractory 
to refining processes, had bought im- 
mense quantities for storage and erected a 
big refinery for the purpose of treating 
these oils and that it had built a_pipe- 
line from Lima to Whiting. He said the 
company had been creiticised for buying 
such large quantities of Lima oil at any 
price, but the results ultimately proved 
the farsightedness of the company. 

Mr. Archbold denied that the Standard 
arbitrarily fixed a price for crude oil; he 
said the producer had everything to say 
in the matter of price; that he could hold 
his oil in storage or sell to other buyers, 
or cease producing. 

Loans of $22,000,000 made to P. S. 
Trainor by the Southern Pipe Line Com- 
pany, a Standard subsidiary, covering a 
period from 1899 to and including 194, was 
explained as a matter of bookkeeping ex- 
change, but Mr. Archbold said that he 
did not have to do personally with pipe- 
line administration. He defended the old 
system of what is now known as rebat- 
ing as being a legitimate bargain between 
shippers who had goods to freight and 
railroads who had transportation to sell. 

The hearing was adjourned to Monday, 
December 7,

Review of California Petroleum 
Fields. 

Los Angeles, Nov. 30, 1908. 
The hustling that has been going on in all 
fields of the State for nearly a year past to 
maintain production is beginning to show re- 
sults, and the close of the year will be cred- 
ited with a very substantial increase in the 
State's output. This is due to the fact that 
many of the wells which have been drilling 
for months are beginning to come in, It is 
not at all improbable that by the beginning 


of the coming year the daily output in this 
State will be between 145,000 and 150,000 
barrels, The failure of the wildcatters who 


have been operating for the last year to open 
up any new territory is not considered impor- 
tant, although at one time it was thought 
that to take care of the increasing demand 
new territory would be absolutely necessary. 
But the extension in productive area of several 
of the established fields has come somewhat 
unexpectedly and with the undrilled territory 
in the proven districts, no doubt all wants will 
be supplied for several years to come. Wild- 
catting will, of course, continue as extensively 
as ever, Owing to the large returns, if success 
comes, Field extension in the last two months 
has been particularly rapid in the Sunset, 
Midway and McKittrick fields. All three dis- 


tricts have been widened until they are no 
longer considered ‘‘shoestring’’ propositions. 
The more daring operators have gradually 


moved down from the hills, where the original 
developments were, on to the flats, and are 
securing excellent returns. The result is that 
the proven area in these fields is from three 
to four miles wider than they were supposed 
to be a few months ago. It is found also that 
the territory on the flats is comparatively 
shallow, many of the wells being finished at 
800 and 900 feet, and very few of them at over 
1,400 feet. The oil is heavy, from 14 deg. to 
18 deg. Baume, and best results are obtained 
by pumping with compressed air. 

The Fullerton field and the Santa Maria 
field have also had their productive area ex- 
tended, developments in the latter especially 
indicating that from five to seven miles of good 
territory had been added toward the east. 
The Fullerton field is being developed toward 
the south and west, and there is no doubt 
that a continuous line of wells will some day 
extend along the Puente Hills from Brea 
Canyon to the old group of wells owned by 
the Puente Oil Company, about five miles west. 
Some of these wells were drilled twenty years 
ago and are still producing. 

The Salt Lake (Los Angeles) field is also 
increasing in area toward the west, and no 
one now has the nerve to predict that it 
will not extend clear to the ocean, twelve miles 
distant. 

The undrilled land in all the proven districts 
also will require years to develop. There are 
probably thousands of acres yet to drill. It 
is said that there remains in the Kern River 
field, where drilling has been more extensive 
than anywhere else in the State, at least as 
much land to drill as has been drilled. The 
same is probably true in several other fields 
of the State, so the probability of an oil 
shortage is rather remote from the present out- 
look. 

_The progress being made in organizing the 
oil men of the State is favorable, although the 
Los Angeles organization met with a setback 
the last week in the withdrawal of the Central 
Oil Company, one of the largest concerns in 
the Southern fields. Another obstacle to suc- 
cess arose recently in the declaration by some 
of the operators that they are willing to have 
the agency fix the price, but preferred to mar- 
ket their own oil. It is easily seen how such 
an arrangement would result, and doubt is 
expressed as to whether an agency will be 
formed in Los Angeles or not. 

At Santa Maria the producers all seem to 
heartily favor the idea. Owing to the various 
prices received by the operators (in many in- 
stances not as good as that received by the 
Kern River Agency—60 cents) any movement 
tending to better these conditions is heartily 
welcomed A meeting to effect a permanent 
organization will be held in Santa Maria to- 
night. 

The producers in the west side Kern county 
fields are also taking steps to organize, and 
there seems little doubt that by the first of the 
year the oil men of this coast will be in a 
fair position to dictate as to price. 

Market conditions throughout the State are 
entirely favorable at present An era of good 
feeling exists and the three large marketing 
concerns seem to be working in harmony, and 
the producer has his hands full getting oil 
enough to supply the calls for his product. 
The Standard is gradually assuming its posi- 
tion as @ manufacturer and marketer of re- 
fined products. By far the largest portion of 
its business consists of marketing its Port 
Richmond products, consisting of naphthas, 
lubricants and illuminants. It has practically 
left the fuel business to the Associated and 
the Union oil companies. That there is room 
for both these concerns in the field is indicated 
by the fact that both are constantly in the 
market for oil The bulk of the Union's 
business consists of its foreign trade, although 
it supplies a large trade in the southern part 
of the Stat The Associated’s big item is in 
supplying the Southern Pacific and Salt Lake 
railroads—the largest consumers of liquid fuel 
on the coast. This company also has several 
very favorable foreign contracts, and takes 
care of an extensive trade in the northern 
part of the State The Los Angeles Aqueduct 
Commission recently requested bids for 500 
barrels of oil per day for the next two years, 
or a total of about 350,000 barrels.” The 
Union and the Associated were the only bid- 
ders, ond their figures were identical, viz., 
7 cents per barrel at the well As this is 
generally considered Union territory, they will 
probably get the business. It looks as if at 
least an amicable arrangement existed between 
the marketing compenies, which is a very good 
thing, so long as the producers have a good 
strong organization 

LOS ANGELES FIELD. 


Operations which have been conducted by the 
Associated and Brea Ranch Oil companies 
extending the Salt Lake pool toward the East 
have been suspended. The sand became thin- 
ner as drilling continued east, and the last 
tier of wells drilled will not make much over 
ten barrels As these companies can easily 
secure from 100 to 500-barrel wells on other 
sections of their properties they concluded 
there was nothing in drilling ten-barrel stuff, 
although the wells were comparatively shallow 
and accordingly cheaper to drill. Drilling in 
the western end of the field continues to re- 
sult in good wells at varying depths, from 
1,900 feet in the vicinity of Sherman Junction 
to 2,800 feet out near Beverly Hills, about 
three miles west. Whether the field will be 
widened any toward the north depends on the 
result of the test well now being drilled by the 
Pacific Light and Power Company on the north- 
ern line of its property, nearly a mile from 
any production. The nearest well got the 
sand at about 1,900 feet, and it is simply spec- 
ulation as to where they will strike it in this 
hole. 

Another well attracting considerable atten- 
tion is A, F. Gilmore’s No, 11, located on the 
extreme western line of his property and con- 
siderably toward the north from any other 
well. The hole is now 1,700 feet, but no in- 
dications of oil have yet been encountered. On 











the two wells mentioned depend the extension 
of the field north, at least so far as the ter- 
ritory east of Sherman Junction is concerned. 
At that point the field broadens out a little 
toward the north. Toward the south the pro- 
ductive area seems pretty well defined. The 
wells of the Union Oil Company, on the old 
Pitcher & Garbutt lease, near Rosemary Sta- 
tion, are located as far south, probably, as any 
will ever be, as the last one drilled here is 
now over 4,000 feet deep and the sand is not 
yet in sight. This location, too, is only about 
200 feet southeast from the Union's No, 2, the 
first deep well drilled here—3,700 feet. 

In the western end of the field it is different. 
Near Beverly a itarge amount of drilling is 
going on. Not many wells have been brought 
in in thie neighborhood, but the first well put 
down came in at 2,700 feet and was a gusher. 
It was nearly ruined on account of water 
flooding it, but it proved the territory. No oil 
has been found west of this point. Production 
in this field is not increasing at present. Lt 
may have declined very slightly the last 
month, but within the next two months there 
will be, or should be, a large number of weils 
finished. The present output is probably some 
thing less than 15,000 barrela per day, but the 
few storage tanks in the field never see a drop 
of it. With two pipe lines and a railroad con- 
necting the field with the markets, the oil 
is handled rapidly. Prices remain the same, 
although a slight upward tendency may be 
noted. There is none too much oil on top of 
the ground or in sight, 

SANTA MARIA FIELD. 

The eastern extension of this field, in the de- 
velopment of which the Palmer Oil Company 
was the pioneer, promises to be a very big enu 
of it. Twenty strings of tools are now ope 
eating in this section, the Union Company, the 
largest, running four strings of tools on the 
Bell ranch; and the Palmer running two. ‘The 
oil here is very heavy, that in ‘Palmer's No. 
1 being not over 14 deg. gravity. In fact, it 
is too heavy to pump througk an &-inch pipe 
line, which was built from the property to con- 
nect with Gaviota, the Associated Oil Com- 
pany'’s northern shipping point. The oil the 
Union is getting on the Bell ranch is some- 
what lighter. These are the only two concerne 
which have so far got oil in commercial quan- 
tities, but they have proved up the territory 
and there seems little doubt but that a large 
amount of oil will soon be produced by this 
section. It is interesting to note that the As- 
sociated Oil Company several years ago drilled 
a well near the point where the Palmer has 
struck oil, but abandoned the territory after 
drilling about 2,000 feet. The Palmer struck 
it at 3,200 feet. One concern operating in this 
district at present is composed entirely of 
Japanese. They control several hundred acres 
of land on which drilling has been going on 
for several months. The drillers are Ameri- 
cans. 

In the old western field big wells are stiil 
the rule and several were brought in this 
month which will materially increase the field s 
output. The Dome Oil Company finished its 
No. 7 and its No. 10 last week about the same 
time and both flowed for several hours over the 
derricks, keeping the drillers from their work. 
Their capacity has not been determined, but 
they will settle down into several hundred 
barrel producers. This company owns 70 acres 
and is running five strings of tools. Two or 
three other wells on this property should strike 
the sand within the next thirty daye. The 
Pennsylvania Petroleum Company brought in 
its No. 5 the past month and it is reported 
good for 250 barrels daily. This company’s 
No. 6 is 2,300 feet deep and will be finished 
during the coming month. 

Affairs in the Tiber pool, north of the central 
Santa Maria field, are a little more active. The 
Tiber Oil Company has commenced drilling 
again and the strike of the Mutual Oil Com- 
pany, a@ mile south, has stimulated operations 
in that quarter. 

Marketing conditions in this field are not 
entirely satisfactory. The Standard, Union 
and Associated are all in the field as market- 
ers, and are buying all the oil produced; but 
even with this competition the producer does 
not in some cases get as much for his oil as 
the Kern River Independents. For this reason 
the proposition for the oil men to organize is 
welcomed and will no doubt result in a better 
price all around. Prices now are strong, how- 
ever, and have an upward tendency. No new 
contracts for large delivery have recently been 
made except that between the Standard and the 
Dome, and with the exception of the big con- 
tract between the Standard and Union, at $1 
per barrel, this is probably the top price for a 
big contract. The price paid is 80 cents at the 
well. In small quantities $1 per barrel is 
asked and given. 

KERN RIVER FIELD. 


The faith of oil men that the productive 
limits of this field have not yet been defined, 
bacKed by their money, is proving in some in- 
stances that territory once condemned as 
dry is profitable stuff at prevailing prices. 
The operations in the northern end of the field, 
in land once pronounced worthless, have been 
mentioned in this column. Now drilling is go- 
ing on on both the eastern, western and south- 
ern limits of the old field with fair results. In 
the western limits Jastro and Sinclair re- 
cently leased 640 acres (what is known as the 
Enos section) and have drilled three wells, 
No. 3 having reached the sand this week. It 
will settle down into a good 100-barrel pro- 
ducer. os. 1 and 2 are good for from 50 to 
75> barrels. To the extreme east of the field 
the Santa Fe and Associated are drilling with 
about the same results. All the wells in this 
section are very shallow, the sand being struck 
in some cases at 600 feet. Several years ago 
one test well was drilled to a depth of 3,200 
feet and at 1,300 feet the operators declared 
they passed through an oil sand good for 150 
barrels per day. The Santa Fe is after that 
sand and is now drilling a deep hole to locate it. 

In the developed portions of the field good 
results are obtained wherever drilling is done. 
The Sesnon Oil Company, for instance, has a 
lease on 34 acres on which it has completed 
nine wells after six months’ actual drilling, 
running two strings of tools, and the present 
month their runs will be fully 20,000 barrels. 
The entire 34 acres will be developed as rap- 
idly as possible. 

The agency continues to grow in number 
of members and consequently in strength. The 
marketing companies do not seem to pay much 
attention to it, but there is little doubt that 
the Independents will get what they ask in the 
way of price when their contract with the As- 
sociated expires one year hence. 

This field still leads in runs and shipments 
The opening of the new pipe line of the Asso- 
ciated has facilitated shipping very much. 
With the aid of this line the Associated will 
be able much better to secure and take care of 
a large trade in Nevaca, which has heretofore 
been neglected, It will also release a large 
number of oil cars which have been used be- 
tween this field and northern points. Many 
of these will go into service in the west side 
fields, and some will have oil from some of 
the northern pipe line stations to Nevada 


points. 
COALINGA FIELD. 


During the last month several wells have 
been completed, which will increase the output 
by hundreds of barrels. The American [e- 
troleum Company's No. 1 is flowing at a 1,500- 
barrel daily rate. The Limited Company's No. 
3, on section 34-19-15, was deepened 200 feet 
recently and is now doing 1,200 barrels. This 
well has been producing for nearly two years. 

The California Oilflelds, limited, has just 
brought in its No. 8 on section 6 on the 








easterly line, which starts off with a daily 
output of 500 barrels. W. M. Graham's No. 
1 on the west line of section 2 also came 
in last week, and started off at 600 barrels 
per day, 

A number of wells of smaller capacity were 
finished during the month, so it will be seen 
that Coalinga is in no immediate prospect of 
a shortage The daily output of this field at 
the present time is no less than 34,000 barrels, 
and yet in the entire district there is not 
over 20,000 barrels in storage. Tne purchasing 
agencies are buying the oil as soon as it 
reaches the surface, and, in some instances, 


contracts for oil not yet in sight. As the 
oil is all under contract there, of course, is 
no fluctuation in price, Which remains sta- 


tionary at 60 cents in the tanks.

On Elm run, Grant district, Ritchie 
county, W. Va., the South Penn Oil 
Company has drilled its test on the E. 
J. Smith farm into the Keener sand, 
and the result was said to be favorable 
for a 100-barrel producer. 


According to a report from the City 
of Mexico, agents of E. H. Harriman 
have bought 50,000 acres of oil lands in 
the Tuxpan district. Oil is said to have 
been discovered on property surround- 
ing the entire tract. 


The development work 
in the California fields by reason of 
the steadily increasing demand for 
crude and the products will, it is pre- 
dicted, result in a gain in production 
to about 150,000 barrels per day by the 
beginning of the year.

The week's summary of operations in 
| Pennsylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, In- 
diana, Kentucky and Illinois shows 246 
completions, 56 dry holes and a new 
production of 8,820 barrels. For the for- 
mer week were recorded 205 comple- 
tions, 32 dry holes and 8,147 barrels of 
new production, 


The Gulf Pipe Line Company is the 
reported purchaser of 360 acres of un- 
developed leases situated between Red 
Fork and the Glenn pool in the mid- 
continent field. The consideration is 
stated as $96,000, part in oil, as pro- 
duced. The same company is said to 
have acquired 240 acres, with two pro- 
ducing wells in the Glenn pool exten- 
sion for $45,000. 


A report from Toronto, Canada, an- 
nounces the reorganization of the Ca- 
nadian Oil Company, Limited, under the 
control of the National Refining Com- 
pany, of Cleveland, O., the former con- 
cern retaining its name. Plans are in 
progress for doubling the capacity of 
the Canadian company’s refinery at 
Petrolea, and a market for all the out- 
put is assured. 


In Honey Creek township, Crawford 
county, Ill, Shafer, Smathers and 
others were rewarded with a 200-bar- 
rel gusher in No. 28 on the Henry Par- 
ker farm, section 15. No. 27 on the 
southeast corner of the same farm, 
produced but 40 barrels. This farm has 
a gas well in No. 2, H. F. Jones farm, 
section 12, and another in No. 1 on the 
2arisho farm, section 4. 


On the North Fork of Hughes River, 
Grant district, Ritchie county, W. Va., 
Thompson & Co. have completed their 
No, 3 on the W. H. Wanless farm and 
have a Big Injun gasser with a capacity 
of 3,000,000 cubic feet a day. On Rock 
creek, Walton district, Roane county, 
the South Penn Oil Company has com- 
pleted and shot its No, 3 on the Lucy 
J. Lynch farm and has a 40-barrel pro- 
ducer in the Big Injun sand. 


A dispatch from Pittsburgh states 
that the Standard Oil Company has 
purchased 1,000 acres of leases and the 
seven oil wells and one gas well of the 
Mercer Oil Company in the new Cool- 
spring field in Mercer county, Pa. The 
gas well has a capacity of 1,800,000 feet 
per day. Other producing wells are 
coming in the field and the Standard is 
extending the lines of the National 
Pipe Line Company to the district. 


In Johnson township, Clarke county, 
Ill., the Ohio Oil Company’s No. 7, on 
the R. E. Deverick farm, section 35, 


and 350 feet from the north line and 
150 from the west line of the farm, 
yielded 150 barrels. The company’s 


No. 8, on the E. Blankenmyer farm, 
section 26, and located 450 feet from 
the south line and 180 from the west 
line of the farm, pumped 200 barrels. 
Both wells found their heavy pay in 
the second sand which has been found 


a big relief to the operators in the 
field. 
In the shallow sand pool south of 


Alliance, in Columbiana county, Ohio, 
the Duncan Oil Company has drilled 
in its No. 7 on the Louis Randy heirs’ 
farm and has a show for a 50 or 60- 
barrel producer. Northeast of the shal- 
low sand development, in Columbiana 
county, J. L. Abrams & Co, have com- 
pleted their test on the Huber-Miller 
farm and have a duster. This location 
is 1,400 feet northeast of the Ben Oil 
Company’s good producers on the Peter 
Hahlen farm and shuts off an exten- 
sion to the northeast. The pool is now 
surrounded by dry holes. 


The deep sand territory in Fairfield 
county, Ohio, is to the front with an- 
other good producer. It is the Bremen 
Oil and Gas Company’s test on the 
John Ashbaugh farm, and was reported 
promising for a 200-barrel producer 
since it was given a shot. This loca- 
tion is 600 feet west of the same com- 
pany’s test on the J. W. Huston farm, 
in Rush Creek township. The Bremen 
Oil and Gas Company has a larger pro- 
duction than all others combined in 
Fairfield county. 


North of the fourth sand develop- 
ment, on the south fork of Dunkard 
creek, Battelle district, Monongalia 


county, W. Va., the Philadelphia Com- 
pany has drilled its test on the Ebe- 
nezer Bell farm into the fourth sand 
and has developed a light gasser. This 
location is a mile and a half in ad- 
vance of production. On the south fork 
of Dunkard creek, in the same district, 
the South Penn Oil Company has 
drilled its No. 6 on the Joseph Estell 
farm into a second pay in the fourth 
sand and the well was reported to be 
showing for a 50-barrel producer. 


Southwest of the town lot develop- 
ment at Mingo, Jefferson county, Ohio, 
the Unity Oil Company and the Natural 
Gas Company of West Virginia have 
completed their No. 8 on the J. D. Lay- 


ing farm and after giving it a shot 
may have a 20-barrel producer. Jeffer- 


son county is furnishing a good many 
dusters at this time. Near Osage, the 
Sapp Oil Company has drilled its test 
on the Wright heirs’ farm through the 
Berea grit and has a duster. This lo- 
cation is 500 feet south of the same 
company’s 10-barrel pumper on the 
Wiles farm. On Island creek G. W. 
Emrick & Co. have completed a test 
jon the James Crawford farm and have 
a duster in the Berea grit. 


Port imprevements to cost $1,500,000 
are provided for in a series of bills 
which were passed by Select and Com- 
mon Council of Philadelphia last week. 
These contemplated improvements 
which provide generously for the 
dredging of ship channels in the Dela- 
ware and Schuylkill rivers, as well as 
for the deepening of docks, will be of 
great importance to the oil industry of 
Philadelphia as the fact that the 
depth of some of the largest of the oil 
tankers loading at that port for the 
foreign trade made their movements 
with cargoes aboard matters of grave 
concern to the owners or consigneés. 
In some cases the channel had been 
dredged to not more than a foot in 
excess than the depth of water drawn 
by these tankers. 


In the Hollidays Cove district, Brooke 
county, Va., C. Ferguson & Co. have 
completed their No. 10 on the R. P. 
Patterson farm and have a show for 
a 20-barrel producer. The production 
of the Hollidays Cove pool is still close 
to 1,600 barrels a day. The old wells, 
where not drilled on too small an 
acreage, are holding up very creditably. 
The slight decline is about equal to the 
production of the new wells. The Fol- 
lansbee pool in the same county has 
not only been defined, but nearly every 
location has been drilled. The produc- 
tion has been decreasing for some time 
and is now down to about 800 barrels 
aday. Little or nothing can be expect- 
ed from new wells, for there are but 
two drilling in the pool. Holders of pro- 
duction in this pool show a willingness 
to dispose of their holdings. It is said 
that about all of the property in the 
pool is on the market. 


Sixteen miles northeast of Toyah, in 
Reeves county, Texas, 200 miles east 
of El Paso, on the border of Mexico, 
400 miles southwest of the Clay coun- 
ty oil field, and 500 miles west of Fort 
Worth, is an oil showing that is at- 
tracting a little attention. So far four- 
teen wells have been drilled, of which 
thirteen are said to be in the produc- 
ing class. In the first well drilled the 
sand was struck at 142 feet, but in 
most of the others it is found at 180 
feet. Some of the wells will pump a 
barrel and a half and some five barrels, 
the average for the thirteen being esti- 
mated at three and one-half barrels a 
day. The oil is 22 degrees gravity and 
is said to test 95 per cent. pure lubri- 
cating. The pioneer operators have in- 
corporated under the name of the Ross 
Oil Company, with $40,000 capital. The 
Toyah Oil Company has also been or- 
ganized to operate in the field. 


In Lincoln county, W. Va., the new 
wells, located inside of tested territory, 
are coming in with a good deal of 
regularity and there is very little dif- 
ference in the average size. The wells 
show good staying qualities, the de- 
cline after they have settled down be- 
ing less than the new completions. 
The production is placed at between 
1,200 and 1,500 barrels a day, and is 
increasing. The United Fuel Gas Com- 
pany, an underlying branch of the 
Ohio Fuel Supply Company, has large 
holdings in Lincoln county and is one 
of the most aggressive and successful 
developing companies. This company 
has completed its No. 4 on the E. J. 
May farm, located on Bear fork, Duval 
district, and has a producer good for 
25 barrels a day in the Berea grit. On 
Big Branch, in the same district, the 
same company has completed its Nos. 
4 and 5 on the C. W. and E. Z. May 
farm and has two producers good for 
40 and 55 barrels, respectively.

American Guaranty Label Not 
Good in Canada. 


The Canadian proprietary medicines act 
will go into force next April, and it may 
be well for American manufacturers to 
know that under the new condition across 
the border the American guaranty will 
not be accepted. The Canadian act speci- 
fles what a label must contain to conform 
with the law, and prescribes the express 
terms which must be used. The fact that 
the goods have complied with the United 
States food and drugs act, and bear the 
inscription on the label “Guaranteed un- 
der the Food and Drugs Act of June 30, 
1906,’ makes no difference, All proprietary 
medicines offered for sale in Canada 
must, after April 1, bear upon the label 
of the container, in conspicuous type, the 
name and number under which the medi- 
cine is registered, with the words “The 
Proprietary or Patent Medicine Act,’’ and 
also the manufacturer’s name and ad- 
dress. 

The section of the Canadian act provid- 
ing this requirement reads:— 


4. All proprietary or patent medicines shall 
be put up in packages or bottles, and every 
one of these, intended for sale or distribution 
in Canada, ehall have placed upon it, in con- 
spicuous characters forming an inseparable part 
of the general label and wrapper, the name 
and number under which the medicine is reg- 
istered, with the words “‘The Proprietary or 
Patent Medicine Act,’’ and also the manufac- 
turer’s name and address, which name and 
number shall be sufficient identification, as to 
the manufacturer thereof, for the purposes of 
section 14 of this act.

the local trade, on the 
whole, express satisfaction over the 
current volume of business not only 
for its actual measurement, but also as 
bearing the indicia of substantial 
growth soon after the turn of the year. 
That buyers share in the more favor- 
able prospects appear to be evidenced 
by the keener incentive to enter con- 
tracts over next year for many of the 
articles of staple consumption. De- 
liveries on existing contracts have 
moved with a degree of regularity that 
helps to reflect the more encouraging 
sentiment. Among the developments of 
the week bearing on values, interest 
has centered in arsenic. While there 
was no change in actual figures an im- 
proved demand influenced a more re- 
served policy on the part of the cheaper 
sellers. Blue vitriol continued firm, as 
to standard makes, but the usual con- 
cessions were available in outside quar- 
ters. An easier tendency in the metal 
market failed to reflect any change in 
nitrate of lead. Tin oxide was quoted 
at a decline in sympathy with the 
basic material. Details of local condi- 
tions, together with a summary of the 
Liverpool and Antwerp chemical mar- 
kets, follow:— 
Heavy Chemicals, 

BICARBONATE OF SODA.—There 
has been no abatement in the steady 
demand since our last report. Several 
moderate to good sized orders are said 
to have been booked, and although, so 
far as could be learned, no important 
contracts were placed, a better feeling 
prevails. Contracts are booked on the 
basis of 1c. for bulk, 1.10c. for kegs 
f. o. b. works, and an advance of .20c. 
all around for goods delivered in this 
section, less the usual discount terms. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—The condi- 
tions prevalent in bleach remain on an 
unchanged but steady basis, with little 
or no improvement noted in the de- 
mand. Specifications against outstand- 
ing contracts continue to be freely re- 
ceived, and dealers in general express 
themselves as satisfied with the present 
volume of business. Importers quote 
at 1.30@1.35c. for standard makes, ac- 
cording to seller, brand and terms of

sale. Car lots of English and German 
are held at 1.25c. and 1.20c., respec- 
tively. 

CAUSTIC SODA.—The movement of 


caustic soda into consuming channels 
during the week under review was of 
fair seasonable volume, and the same 
steady undertone which has prevailed 
for some time past was again in evi- 
dence. New business continues. to 
come forward, which, with good in- 
quiry concerning futures, was a sus- 
taining factor. Sales are conducted at 
1.75@1.85e. on the basis of 60 per cent. 
for 70@74 per cent. and 60 per cent. 
is held at 1.85@2c. Powdered is quoted 
at 2% @3c., as to test, quantity and point 
of delivery. 

SALT CAKE.—Trading in this mar- 
ket as compared with that of the pre- 
vious period shows no material change, 
The demand, although not heavy, is of 
seasonable proportions with some in- 
quiry for futures. The former range of 
values may be repeated at .40@.42c., 
according to quantity and terms of sale. 

SAL SODA.—No new developments or 
features of interest have occurred in 
connection with sal soda since our last 
report. The demand continues of fair 
seasonable proportions, and withdraw- 
als of old contracts are freely received. 
Dealers remain firm in regards to 
prices, however, and former quotations 
may be repeated at .60c, and up f. o 
b. for barrels, less the usual discount 
terms. Spot lots of concentrated are 
available on the basis of 1%c, and up, 
according to quantity, seller and terms 
of sale. 

SODA ASH.—Trading in the local 
market during the interval just past 
was unaccompanied by any feature of 
interest. Business progressed along 
routine lines, and notwithstanding the 
fact that no improvement was noted in 
the demand several important inquiries 


were received from the larger consum- 
ers. Light 58 per cent. in bags is 
quoted at 77%c. in car lots, and less 
than car lots up to 92%c., on the basis 
of 48 per cent. Barrels are held at 
824%c.@$1, as to quantity. 


Acids. 


ACETIC ACID.—Dealers reported a 
fairly active market for this item, a 
good volume of trade coming from the 
paint trade and deliveries into other 
consuming channels contributing to a 
satisfactory total. Quotably there is 
no change from previous price levels, 
28 per cent. listing at 2.20@2.35c., as to 
quantity. 

MURIATIC.—Deliveries were mainly 
the result of withdrawals on contract, 
though some additional business was 
booked at the schedule prices, sellers 
asking 1.15c. and up for 18 degrees, ac- 
cording to quantity, seller and strength. 

NITRIC.—The situation was in no 
way altered. Business was of the same 








routine nature, deliveries going for- 
ward regularly on contract and values 
for all grades quoting at unchanged 
figures. The range for spot goods re- 
mained at 3%@4%c, for 36 degrees, de- 
pending on seller and quantity. 

OXALIC.—A fair to moderate busi- 
ness was booked in oxalic acid, sales 
for the most part representing pres- 
ent requirements. The absence of 
large business prevented an accurate 
test of values, though no further sales 
were noted at 64%c. at the dock as 
reported last week, sellers adhering 
more closely to the established fig- 
ures of 6%@7c. 

SULPHURIC.—Shippers of sulphuric 
acid report a gradual betterment in 
trade conditions. The demand has 
shown a slight increase, and inquiries 
for light to moderate quantities are 
growing more numerous from week 
to week. The former rates remain in 
effect, $1 quoting for 66 degrees, and 
90c. for 66 degrees, according to seller, 
quantity and terms of sale. 

TARTARIC.—Nothing of marked in- 
terest developed in connection with 
tartaric acid during the week, the do- 
mestic market continuing firm despite 
the easier tendency displayed at for- 
eign sources of supply. The demand 
is sufficient to keep stocks in first hands 
within safe limits, and values were ac- 
cordingly quoted at the unchanged 
levels of 27%@28\4c. for crystals, and 
28@28%4c, for powdered, according to 
quantity, seller and terms of sale. 
Cream of tartar is held on the basis 
of 22%@23%c. for crystals and 23@ 
23%c. for powdered, as to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

Miscellaneous. 


ACETATE OF LIME. — Require- 
ments measure well up to the extent 
of available supplies, being well dis- 


tributed both on export and home ac- 
count, and the market rules with ap- 
parently the same degree of firmness 
that has characterized it of late. Man- 
ufacturers qoute gray at 1.50@1.5ic., 
according to quantity and terms of 
sale. 

ALUM.—The movement on contracts 
has continued of well sustained volume, 
but negotiations for new engagements 
have resulted as yet in no transac- 
tions of consequence. There is no 
variation in quotations, which may be 
repeated as 1.75@2c. for lump, 1.85@2c. 
for ground and powdered at 3c. and 
upward, according to quantity, seiler 
and terms of sale. 

AQUA AMMONIA.—Dealers report 
steady inquiries for this commodity, 
but transactions comprise chiefly such 
quantities as represent the actual re- 
quirements of buyers. Values are firm 
at 4%c. for drums and 5%c. for carboys 
in car lots for 26 degrees, with the 
usual advance for small quantities.

The approach of the holidays will 
naturally retard the movement to some 
extent, as a general effort is made at 
this season of the year to reduce 
stocks. However, there is increasing 
evidence from week to week that the 
trade outlook is brightening. During 
the interval business has progressed 
along uneventful lines, and, though 
gradual improvement in buying senti- 
ment is apparent, consumers are still 
inclined to proceed carefully where 
future requirements are concerned. Of 
the various items under this head 
there are few worthy of special men- 
tion. Albumen continues in limited 
demand at unchanged rates, and the 
same applies to antimony salt.  Bi- 
chloride of tin was announced for an- 
other month at the same figures last 
reported and crystals also began the 
new month at the old quotations. Scar- 
city of gambier for all nearby and 
spot positions sustained values at the 
previous high levels, though the for- 
ward shipment positions were a shade 
easier. Trading in this commodity was 
largely of a speculative character. 
Prussiate of soda was slightly irregular 
and indigo firm. The strength of raw 
products supported values of both dex- 
trine and starch. Other items were 
without new feature. 

ALBUMEN.—While 
albumen have in few instances ex- 
ceeded retail proportions and _ trade 
is almost entirely of a jobbing char- 
acter, importers remain quite steady 
in their views, especially for shipment. 
Holders are apparently exerting no 
selling pressure, and altogether the sit- 
uation shows considerable improvement 
over that of a few weeks ago when 
irregularity of price was so manifest. 
The range of rates remains at 53@72c. 
in the new York market. Blood albumen 
is also held in firm hands, the avail- 
able supply being reported rather light.

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—Buyers 
have purchased for current needs, but 
show the same disinclination to en- 
gage freely for future require- 
ments, sales, aside from regular de- 
liveries on outstanding contracts, cover- 
ing only small parcels.

ANTIMONY SALT.—This commodity 
moved into consuming channels in

BICHLORIDE OF TIN.—The turn 
of the month brought no price change 
in either of the tin by-products, bi- 
chloride rates for the coming month 
being announced on the former basis 
of 9%4c. for 50 degree and 10.10c. for 
55 degree, Sales were mainly to satis- 
fy the consumers’ present requirements 
and rarely involved large quantities. 

COCHINEAL.—The market was dull 
and nominally unchanged on the basis 
of previous quotations. The sales 
closed as a rule resulted in the trans- 
fer of retail to jobbing quantities, 
business being transacted on the fol- 
lowing price basis:—39@40c. for Ten- 
eriffe silver, 37@38c. for rosy black, and 
36@37c. for gray black. 

CUTCH.—No unusual features have 
developed in connection with the cutch 
market. Abroad it meets a steady 
demand, and recent currencies are 
steadily maintained for all brands.

DEXTRINE.—Conditions governing 
the market for this item were unchang- 
ed last week.

Little Check to Illinois Petroleum 
Work. 

Marshall, Ill., Dee. 3, 1908. 

Operations are holding up in a very remark- 
able manner in the Illinois petroleum fields, 
and it now looks as though the drill would be 
busy during the entire winter season unless 
the mud becomes so deep that material can- 
not be taken to the various properties. The 
recent good weather and the better condition 
of the roadways have given the operators a 
chance to get out material for future opera- 
tions. The scarcity of water was the leading 
drawback, but that did not effect the hauling 
of material to the new locations of wells. The 
drought in the field has at last been broken 
and there seems to be a snfficient amount of 
water for a short period. The bulk of work is 
confined mostly to the older producing and 
tried section, there being but a few wildcat 
wells under way, and they are weil scattered 
over numerous counties The new find in 
Marion county, in the southern section of the 
State near the town of Centralia, is attracting 
more attention than any of the other spots. 
One of the wells now drilled in shows for 
about ten barrels a day, while the second one 
is a real dry hole. 

The figures of operations in the Illinois field 
for the month of November show that 273 
wells were completed, of which 57 were dry 
holes or gas wells, the others having a new 
added daily output of 6,242 barrels. The runs 
from the wells of the State for twenty-nine 
days of the month were 2,163,524 barrels, and 
the deliveries for thirty days were 263,769 
barrels. 

In the northern section of the Clark county 
field, in Parker township, the best of the late 
wells was on the Lowery farm, and owned by 
Lockwood & Co. The production of this well, 
which is in a very shallow sand, was 125 bar- 
rels. Another good shallow well was that of 
the Ohio Oil Company in No. 71 en the Young 
farm. In the southeastern section of the 
county, in Martinsville townshiv, a gas well 
was drilled by Dulin & Co. on the Morgan 
lease that produced better than 20,000,000 
cubie feet in one day, being the largest gas 
well ever drilled in the Illinois field. In John- 
son township, numerous good wells have been 
found of late, The Pure Oil Company’s No. 
15, Claypool farm, produced 175 barrels. The 
Ohio Oil Company’s No. 8, Blankenmyer farm, 
200 barrels, and No. 7, Deverick farm, 175 bar- 
rels. The North Fork Company’s No. 20, M. 
Partlow farm, 110 barrels; No. 21 about 155 
barrels, and No. 5, McFarland farm, 160 bar- 

s. The Pure Oil Company’s No. 26, Weaver 
farm, produced 300 barrels 

In Crawford county, in the Oblong field, the 
Ohio Oil Company has drilled in a number of 
fine producing wells No. 15 Mouser farm 
produced 150 barrels; No. 9 Arnold farm, 350 
barrels; No. 10 Drake farm, 110 barrels; No. 
9 Thornton farm, 450 barrels; No. 5 Berryhill 
farm, 120 barrels. The Kanawha Oil Com- 
pany’s No, 2 Reed farm produced 135 bar- 
rels; Chamberlain & Co.’s No. 4 Kirtland 
farm, 100 barrels; White & Co. No. 2 Headley 
farm produced 250 barrels. The Associated 
Producers No, 1 Barrick farm is credited with 
a production of 300 barrels.

Lima Petroleum Fields. 

Lima, O., Dec, 3, 1908. 

A general review of operations in the Lima 
petroleum fields covering Northwestern Ohio 
and Indiana shows about the same amount of 
work as usual. The Indiana end is not as 
active as it might be, while Northwestern 
Ohio is on a slight increase. The total runs 
from the wells of Indiana and Ohio for twenty- 
nine days of November were 739,193 barrels, 
and the deliveries for thirty days were 1,140,- 
468 barrels, showing a decrease in the stocks 
of over 400,000 barrels. In the Lima field for 
November there wero 117 wells drilled, with 
ten dry holes and a new added production 
daily of 1,231 barrels. 


NORTHWESTERN OHIO. 


In the Northwestern Ohio end of the Lima 
field there is unusual activity for this season 
of the year, as operators have returned to 
their homes from the mid-continent and Il- 
linois fields, to spend the winter and are 
drilling new wells on their old properties to 
refresh and give them a slight increase, and 
results are very satisfactory. During Novem- 
ber there were 84 wells drilled, with five dry 
holes and a new production of 0 barrels. 
The seat of activity remains in Wood, Han- 
eock, Van Wert and Sandusky counties, while 
additional work is starting in Allen county, 
the home of Lima petroleum. The production 
of the Ohio field for the first twenty-nine 
days of November, according to pipe line 
statements, were 563,653 barrels, and the total 
deliveries for the entire month were 537,306 
barrels. Wood county appears to be the most 
favored spot, as the new ‘levelopiments west 
of Bowling Green, the county seat, is now at- 
tracting wide attention.
